Dedicated  to  Rose  Zoob 


The  2002  Annual  Town  Report  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Rose  Zoob 
in  recognition  and  appreciation  of  her  many  years  of  leadership  and  dedicat¬ 
ed  public  service  to  the  Town  of  Scituate. 

Rose  and  her  family  moved  to  Scituate  in  1970.  Her  first  introduction  to 
the  workings  of  Town  government  was  through  the  League  of  Women  Voters, 
whose  members  often  attended  public  meetings  of  most  Town  boards  and 
committees.  Her  first  foray  into  Scituate  politics  was  the  1971  School 
Committee  race.  She  enthusiastically  worked  on  the  campaign  of  a  particular 
candidate  whose  views  and  ideas  she  supported.  Her  candidate  won,  and  she 
subsequently  served  on  several  school  related  grass  roots  committees. 

In  1975,  the  Selectmen  appointed  a  committee  to  review  the  Town 
Charter.  Rose  was  appointed  to  that  Committee.  In  1977,  she  filed  papers  to 
run  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  was  elected.  She  attended  a  “Citizen 
Grant  Writing”  workshop  at  a  conference  and  later  that  same  year,  Rose  wrote 
a  successful  grant  for  a  CETA  project.  This  project  employed  ten  women  to 
concentrate  on  centralizing  data  on  all  records,  index  Town  maps,  establish 
guidelines  for  standardizing,  restoring,  retaining  and  disposing  of  Town 
records,  and  researched  the  purchase  for  a  computer  to  input  this  important 
information. 

In  1978,  after  the  Blizzard,  Rose  tended  to  the  needs  of  her  Town  despite 
the  fact  that  her  own  home  was  severely  damaged.  That  year,  once  again,  her 
grant-writing  expertise  produced  a  substantial  grant  for  land  use  studies  and 
also  helped  the  new  Police  Chief  secure  a  hundred  thousand  dollar  regional 
grant.  During  her  last  year  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Rose  served  as 
Chairman. 

After  her  tenure  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Rose  served  on  the 
Advisory  Committee  and  became  Chair  of  the  Friends  of  the  Scituate  Library. 

It  is  apparent  in  speaking  with  people  who  knew  Rose  as  well  as  from 
reading  of  her  accomplishments,  that  whatever  the  task,  she  gave  one  hundred 
percent.  Just  mention  her  name,  and  people  remember  someone  who  was 
enthusiastic  and  genuinely  cared  about  her  Town  and  was  willing  to  share  her 
time  and  talents  to  make  it  a  better  community  in  which  to  live.  The  Town  of 
Scituate  was  indeed  fortunate  to  have  Rose  working  on  its  behalf.

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GENERAL  GOVERNMENT 


BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  had  a  busy  and  productive  year  in  2002. 
Undoubtedly,  the  issues  were  among  the  most  difficult  ever  encountered  by  a 
Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Board  welcomed  a  new  member,  Paul  Reidy.  Paul 
was  elected  to  fill  the  seat  of  Susan  Phippen,  who  retired  after  six  years  of 
dedicated  service  to  the  Town. 

The  Town  lost  a  former  Selectman  and  wonderful  human  being  with  the 
passing  of  Rose  Zoob.  Rose  will  be  missed  by  all  who  came  in  contact  with 
her. 

A  final  agreement  was  reached  with  the  MBTA  regarding  the  return  of  the 
Greenbush  line.  No  issue  has  taken  more  time  and  no  issue  has  been  of 
greater  importance  to  this  Board  than  to  insure  that  Scituate  residents  are  pro¬ 
tected.  Thousands  of  hours  were  put  in  by  your  Board  of  Selectmen  in  reach¬ 
ing  an  agreement  that  secured  the  Town  in  excess  of  $10  million  dollars  in 
mitigation  money.  This  money  will  be  used  for  sewer  projects,  recreation, 
open  space,  historical  projects  and  streetscapes.  The  Board  would  like  to 
thank  all  departments  for  their  efforts  in  this  matter.  We  hope  that  the  posi¬ 
tives  will  outweigh  the  negatives  and  that  the  disruption  to  Scituate  will  be 
kept  to  a  minimum. 

Scituate  Public  Schools  and  School  finances  continue  to  be  a  major  focus 
for  the  Town.  Limited  dollars  have  forced  the  Town  and  School  Department 
to  do  more  with  less.  The  education  of  our  children  remains  a  top  priority,  not 
only  for  the  School  Department,  but  your  Town  officials,  as  well. 

A  large  dredging  project  was  accomplished  in  the  Harbor,  which  will 
insure  that  Scituate  residents  and  others  will  be  able  to  enjoy  our  water 
resources  for  years  to  come.  Widow’s  Walk  Golf  Course  continues  to  be  a 
source  of  pride  for  the  Town.  In  excess  of  35,000  rounds  of  golf  were  played 
with  over  50%  of  those  played  by  Scituate  residents.  The  course  also  has  pro¬ 
vided  a  winter  recreation  area  for  coasting,  cross-country  skiing  and  other 
winter  activities. 

The  long  awaited  sewer  expansion  program  has  become  a  reality.  Certain 
areas  of  the  Town  can  look  forward  to  being  sewered  within  the  next  few 
years.  Construction  is  expected  to  start  in  2003. 

Police  Chief  Tom  Neilen  retired  this  year  and  the  Board  would  be  remiss 
if  we  did  not  acknowledge  his  fine  work.  The  Board  wishes  Tom  well  in  his 
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retirement  and  also  thanks  him  for  helping  to  make  the  Scituate  Police 
Department  one  of  the  finest  in  the  State.  The  Town  welcomes  Brian  Stewart 
as  its  new  Chief  of  Police. 

The  Board  would  like  to  thank  all  the  Committee,  Commission,  Board 
and  Council  members  who  volunteered  their  time  during  the  past  year  to  make 
Scituate  a  better  place  to  live.  A  special  thanks  to  the  Public  Building 
Commission  for  their  dedicated  work  on  the  High  School  and  Jenkins  School 
projects  and  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  for  the  challenging  job  of  review¬ 
ing  Chapter  40B  projects.  The  Board  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  the  families  of  those  who  volunteer  on  these  Committees, 
Commissions,  Boards  and  Councils.  The  sacrifice  made  by  these  family 
members,  which  allows  us  to  serve,  must  never  go  unrecognized.  Thank  you. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  Rick  Agnew,  Town  Administrator,  and  Kim 
Donovan,  Selectmen’s  Secretary,  and  Sheila  Manning,  Secretary  to  the  Town 
Administrator,  for  their  assistance  throughout  the  year. 

This  past  year  was  difficult  and  2003  promises  to  be  an  even  greater  chal¬ 
lenge,  but  with  the  continued  dedication  of  all  Town  employees  and  volun¬ 
teers  -  the  job  will  get  done.

The  Town  Administrator  is  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  of  the  Town 
and  is  responsible  and  accountable  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  all  departments  except  schools. 

He  is  the  Personnel  Director  responsible  for  the  administration  of  all  per¬ 
sonnel  matters  including  Civil  Service  and  labor  negotiations.  He  appoints  all 
department  heads  and  employees  except  the  Town  Accountant  and  Town 
Counsel.  The  Town  Administrator  has  general  supervision  of  all  departments 
and  is  responsible  for  keeping  financial  and  administrative  records  of  Town 
activities. 

The  Town  Administrator  has  full  jurisdiction  over  the  rental  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  all  Town  property  except  schools  and  keeps  an  inventory  of  all  Town 
property.  He  is  the  Chief  Procurement  Officer  of  the  Town  and  he  prepares 
and  submits  the  Annual  Budget  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

My  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Department  Heads,  Town  employ¬ 
ees  and  especially  Sheila  Manning  and  Kim  Donovan  for  an  enjoyable  and 
successful  year.

The  committee  reviews  and  conducts  hearings  on  all  articles  in  any  war¬ 
rant  coming  before  a  Town  Meeting.  In  addition,  the  Town  Administrator  is 
required  to  submit  his  budget  proposal  for  the  ensuing  year  to  the  committee. 

The  committee’s  comments  and  recommendations  on  all  articles  and 
budgets  are  published  and  available  in  the  Advisory  Committee  booklet  prior 
to  Town  Meeting. 

The  Advisory  Committee  also  oversees  the  transfer  of  funds  from  the 
Town’s  Reserve  Fund  ($90,000.00).  Such  transfers  are  for  extraordinary  and 
unforeseen  expenditures  and  can  be  executed  without  calling  a  Special  Town 
Meeting. 

Members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  serve  on  the  Capital  Planning 
Committee  and  as  liaisons  to  the  School  Committee,  the  Street  Acceptance 
Committee,  the  Waterways  Committee  and  the  Planning  Board. 

This  year  we  welcomed  two  new  members  to  the  committee:  Wendy 
Ballinger  and  Tony  Vegnani. 

Also,  Bob  Loudermilch  and  Mark  D’Onofrio  left  the  committee.  Bob 
moved  to  the  western  part  of  the  State  and  Mark  had  fulfilled  his  term.  We 
thank  them  both  for  their  valued  contributions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  CLERK 


Barbara  J.  Maffucci 

Each  year  activity  in  the  Town  Clerk’s  office  exceeds  the  year  before. 
The  Town  Clerk’s  office  is  responsible  for  all  aspects  of  the  combined  office 
of  Town  Clerk,  Board  of  Registrars  and  Elections.  The  ever-changing  nature 
of  related  legislation  requires  a  frequent  updating  of  the  laws  and  the  com¬ 
munication  of  the  changes  to  the  appropriate  parties.  Additionally,  participa¬ 
tion  by  Scituate  voters  remains  higher  than  might  be  expected.  This  results  in 
an  increased  volume  of  work  for  the  Clerk’s  office. 

In  2002,  the  Town  held  three  elections  and  an  Annual  and  Special  Town 
Meeting.  As  usual  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  held  in  March.  Then  there 
was  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  September.  Town  Elections  were  held  March 
30th.  The  State  Primary  in  September  was  followed  by  the  State  General 
Election  on  November  5th. 

As  mentioned,  voter  participation  remains  relatively  high.  This  may  be 
due,  in  part,  to  great  interest  in  the  Charter  Revision,  and  the  Community 
Preservation  Act  questions  on  the  ballot  in  March.  The  March  Annual  Town 
Meeting  attendance,  at  1,700,  was  the  third  highest  in  the  last  ten  years  and 
the  School  Override  issue  was  a  major  article  of  interest.  Voter  registrations 
increased,  with  322  registered  voters  added  to  the  roles  in  just  the  two  months 
preceding  the  State  General  Election.  The  turnout  for  the  November  Election 
was  70%.  Also,  this  year  for  the  first  time,  four  recognized  parties  participat¬ 
ed  in  the  State  Primary  Election  -  Democrat,  Green,  Libertarian  and 
Republican.  All  of  these  factors  increased  the  length  and  complexity  of  the 
election  tally  process. 

Former  Assistant  Town  Clerk  Pam  Mullin  transferred  to  the  Health 
Department.  Pam’s  support  in  this  office  was  greatly  appreciated  and  we 
extend  our  best  wishes  to  her.  Fortunately,  Bernice  Brown  was  already  on 
board  as  a  part-time  staffer.  Bernice  has  gained  great  knowledge  of  the  work- 
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ings  of  the  Town  Clerk’s  office  in  record  time.  She  was  appointed  Assistant 
Town  Clerk  in  October.  With  her  ability  and  experience,  I  have  every  confi¬ 
dence  that  Bernice  will  have  a  strong  impact  on  this  office. 

The  Town  Clerk's  office  continues  to  receive  outstanding  support  during 
elections  and  town  meetings.  The  DPW,  the  Police  Department,  and  School 
administration  and  staff  are  to  be  commended  for  their  assistance  in  ensuring 
a  smooth  operation  on  Election  Day.  The  wardens,  clerks  and  poll  workers 
are  also  thanked  for  their  good  work  and  very  long  hours. 

The  Clerk’s  office  wishes  to  express  its  thanks  and  recognition  to  the  vol¬ 
unteers  who  work  so  tirelessly  and  so  effectively  in  the  Archives.  Particularly 
over  the  last  year,  interest  in  geneology  has  greatly  increased.  Elizabeth 
Foster,  the  Town  Archivist,  and  her  volunteer  staff  have  accomplished  won¬ 
ders  in  responding  to  the  many  requests  for  vital  archived  information.  Their 
time  and  skill  is  a  great  gift  to  the  Town  and  we  are  very  fortunate  to  have 
them.  Thank  you  to  Elizabeth,  Paul  Crowley,  Pat  Jones,  Maureen  Dowd,  and 
Nancy  Curran. 

The  Town’s  website  continues  to  be  very  successful.  Tom  Rose  has 
developed  the  site  to  the  point  where  it  is  now  considered  a  necessary  part  of 
Town  government.  It  is  becoming  commonplace  for  residents  to  expect  to 
locate  needed  information  on  the  web.  As  departmental  participation  increas¬ 
es,  the  web  site  will  increase  in  value.  We  thank  Tom  for  his  commitment  and 
expertise.

Residential  Development,  as  follows  below: 

1)  To  amend  Section  200,  Definitions,  by  adding  the  following  new  def¬ 
inition  of  Major  Residential  Development: 

Major  Residential  Development 

Either  of  the  following: 

(1)  Development  of  any  parcel  of  land  in  a  manner  which  would 
permit  lawful  construction  of  four  (4)  or  more  dwelling  units, 
or 

(2)  Development  of  a  set  of  contiguous  parcels  of  land  in  common 
ownership  at  any  time  within  three  years  of  the  date  an  appli¬ 
cation  for  a  Major  Residential  Development  Special  Permit  is 
filed  with  the  Planning  Board,  in  a  manner  which  would  permit 
lawful  construction  of  four  (4)  or  more  dwelling  units. 

2)  To  amend  the  Zoning  Bylaw  by  adding  the  following  new  Section 

560,  Major  Residential  Development: 

SECTION  560  MAJOR  RESIDENTIAL  DEVELOPMENT 

A.  Purpose. 

The  purpose  of  the  Major  Residential  Development  bylaw  is  to  assure  a 
public  voice  and  public  authority  in  the  design  of  new  development,  by  per¬ 
mitting  the  town  to  identify  and  approve  the  more  advantageous  of  two  plans 
submitted  with  applications  for  developments  of  significant  size,  in  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  following: 

•  Protection  of  natural  and  cultural  resources,  including  water  bod¬ 
ies,  streams,  wetlands,  wildlife  habitats,  scenic  views,  stone  walls 
and  other  significant  natural  and  historic  landscape  features; 

•  Location  of  development  on  sites  best  suited  for  building; 

•  Protection  of  land  not  suited  for  development; 

•  Efficient  construction  and  maintenance  of  public  facilities  and 
services  such  as  streets  and  utilities. 

B.  Mandatory  Applicability. 

A  Special  Permit  under  this  Section  must  be  obtained  for  all  Major 
Residential  Developments.  The  Planning  Board  shall  be  the  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority  for  any  Special  Permit  issued  under  this  Section.  This 
Section  shall  apply  to  all  Major  Residential  Developments  [see  Definition  in 
Section  200]  except  that  applications  for  Form  A  plans,  and  applications  under 
Sections  500  or  550  of  this  bylaw  (Residential  Cluster  Development  or 
Flexible  Open  Space  Development)  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of 
this  Section,  although  Form  A  plans  may  be  submitted  as  one  of  the  two 
required  alternative  plans.  If  desired  by  the  applicant,  applications  for  devel¬ 
opments  of  less  than  four  lots  may  also  be  submitted  under  this  Section. 

An  application  for  a  Major  Residential  Development  may  consist  of  any 
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form  of  residential  development  permitted  under  this  Zoning  Bylaw  if  other¬ 
wise  allowable  in  the  proposed  location,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  applica¬ 
ble  sections  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  and  the  exemptions  from  normal  dimen¬ 
sional  requirements  of  zoning  permitted  for  the  Alternative  Development  Plan 
in  Paragraph  C.  2.,  below. 

C.  Application  and  Review  Process. 

The  following  steps  shall  normally  be  taken  sequentially  for  development 
applications  submitted  under  this  Section: 

•  Pre- Application  Review 

•  Application  for  Major  Residential  Development 

•  Approval  of  Major  Residential  Development 

•  Application  for  Definitive  Plan 

•  Approval  of  Definitive  Plan 

Special  permits  for  Major  Residential  Development  shall  be  acted  upon 
in  accordance  with  the  following  procedure  : 

1.  Pre- Application  Review. 

Applicants  may  submit  preliminary  sketch  plans  for  informal 
review  prior  to  formal  application. 

2.  Mandatory  Submission  of  Conventional  Development 
Plan  and  Alternative  Development  Plan. 

Applications  for  a  Special  Permit  for  Major  Residential 
Development  shall  include  a  Conventional  Development  Plan  and 
an  Alternative  Development  Plan,  which  shall  consist  of  two  sub¬ 
stantially  different  development  proposals.  Examples  of  an 
Alternative  Development  Plan  which  is  "substantially  different' 
from  a  Conventional  Development  Plan  include  a  plan  having 
major,  visible  differences  in  the  lot  sizes,  frontage,  building  enve¬ 
lope  including  proposed  setbacks,  lot  configuration,  location  of 
access,  road  pattern,  or  type  of  Planning  Board  approval(s) 
required. 

Lot  sizes,  frontage,  and  setbacks  for  the  Alternative  Development 
Plan  may  be  varied  from  the  usual  requirements  of  the  Zoning 
Bylaw  in  order  to  preserve  open  space,  protect  sensitive  resources, 
develop  the  property  more  efficiently,  or  provide  an  innovative 
design.  The  density  of  the  approved  plan  will  be  determined  by 
that  of  the  Conventional  Development  Plan,  which  shall  be  based 
on  standard  dimensional  requirements  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw,  and 
requirements  of  the  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations,  without 
variances  or  waivers. 

3.  Application  Contents. 

a.  Application. 

Applicants  seeking  approval  of  a  Major  Residential 
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Development  shall  file  an  application  for  a  Major 
Residential  Development  Special  Permit  with  the  Planning 
Board.  This  shall  include  an  original  application  form, 
applicable  fees,  and  eighteen  (18)  copies  of  each  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  the  application  form,  the  Conventional 

Development  Plan  and  the  Alternative  Development  Plan, 
and  any  other  materials  submitted, 
b.  Preparation  and  Contents  of  Plans. 

The  Conventional  Development  Plan  and  Alternative 
Development  Plan  shall  be  prepared  by  a  Registered  Land 
Surveyor  or  a  Registered  Professional  Engineer  and  shall 
follow  the  drawing  specifications  for  a  Preliminary  Plan  of 
the  Town  of  Scituate  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations, 
and  in  addition  other  features  described  below  shall  also  be 
shown  on  the  following  required  plan  sheets: 

i.  An  Existing  Physical  Features  and  Natural 
Resources  Plan  for  the  site  at  a  scale  of  1”  =  40’ 
showing  the  location  of  all  major  physical  and  natur¬ 
al  features  of  the  land  including  topography  at  2'  ele¬ 
vations  (except  1  ’  where  cuts  or  fills  are  proposed), 
areas  of  greater  than  12%  slope,  geologic  features 
including  large  boulders  and  rock  edges  or  ledge  out¬ 
croppings,  wooded  areas,  open  areas,  large  trees, 
unique  vegetation,  wetlands,  including  swamps  and 
water  bodies;  natural  water  courses  including 
drainage  ditches  and  streams;  views,  viewsheds  or 
vistas;  existing  buildings,  existing  walls  such  as 
stone  walls,  fences,  monuments,  historic  features, 
and  any  other  significant  physical  features  or  natural 
resources. 

ii.  A  Conceptual  Plan  prepared  for  the  Conventional 
Development  Plan  and  Alternative  Development 
Plan,  including  the  proposed  lots,  roadways,  and  sys¬ 
tems  of  storm  drainage,  water  and  sewer,  and  all 
other  items  described  in  the  Preliminary  Plan 
Contents  of  the  Town  of  Scituate  Subdivision  Rules 
and  Regulations  and  not  already  shown  on  the 
Existing  Physical  Features  and  Natural  Resources 
plan,  superimposed  on  the  natural  and  cultural  fea¬ 
tures  identified  on  the  Existing  Physical  Features  and 
Natural  Resources  Plan. 

Both  Conceptual  Plans  shall  clearly  identify  areas  to 
be  retained  in  their  natural  state,  including  areas  of 
common  open  space;  and  limits  of  areas  to  be 
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cleared,  including  roadways,  utility  easements,  and 
building  envelopes  for  proposed  homes;  and  all 
clearing  necessary  for  construction  of  roads  and 
installation  of  utilities.  As  applicable,  these  areas 
shall  be  identified  as  “developed  areas”  or  “natural 
areas,”  and  shall  be  shown  on  the  plan  with  clearly 
delineated  boundaries. 

If  amenities  are  proposed,  such  as  buffers  along  inte¬ 
rior  or  access  roads,  walkways,  bikepaths,  trails  or 
sidewalks,  these  shall  be  shown  on  the  conceptual 
plans.  The  location  of  any  proposed  landscaping, 
with  a  general  description  of  proposed  plantings, 
shall  also  be  shown. 

iii.  Information  shall  be  provided  as  necessary  to 
demonstrate  that  the  land  shown  on  the  Conventional 
Development  Plan  will  support  individual  septic  sys¬ 
tems,  or  an  alternative  method  of  sewage  disposal, 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Health  is  suffi¬ 
cient  to  serve  the  proposed  lots,  and  complies  with 
Title  V  and  applicable  local  health  regulations. 

iv.  At  the  discretion  of  the  Planning  Board,  drainage 
calculations  and  other  information  related  to  the 
existing  and  proposed  system  of  drainage  may  be 
required  in  order  to  evaluate  the  proposed  method  of 
stormwater  management,  and  the  potential  for  addi¬ 
tional  runoff  onto  adjacent  properties. 

v.  The  Planning  Board  may  request  additional  items  if 
necessary  to  evaluate  the  qualities  of  the  site  and 
concerns  of  the  Town,  reflecting  consideration  of  site 
topography,  geology,  hydrogeology  and  impacts  on 
the  water  supply,  location  of  rare  and  endangered 
species  habitat,  microclimate,  views,  viewsheds,  vis¬ 
tas,  and  other  environmental  and  cultural  resources; 
access  convenience,  impacts  on  existing  traffic,  and 
traffic  safety;  impacts  on  town  facilities  and  services, 
including  fiscal  impacts;  and  other  planning  consid¬ 
erations. 

vi.  A  table  shall  be  provided  identifying  the  benefits  of 
each  plan  to  the  Town,  in  a  form  which  allows  the 
benefits  of  the  two  plans  to  be  easily  compared.  If 
any  waivers  from  the  Subdivision  Rules  and 
Regulations  will  be  requested,  these  shall  be  includ¬ 
ed  in  the  table  with  identification  of  their  public  ben¬ 
efits). 
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4.  Review  and  Decision  Process. 

Pursuant  to  Section  1200  of  this  bylaw,  the  Planning  Board  may 
approve  or  approve  with  conditions  a  Special  Permit  for  a  Major 
Residential  Development  based  on  the  Conventional  Development 
Plan  or  the  Alternative  Development  Plan,  and  shall  designate 
which  plan  is  approved  or  approved  with  conditions. 

Prior  to  making  a  decision  for  approval  of  either  plan,  the  Planning 
Board  shall  make  a  written  finding  that  the  Conventional 
Development  Plan  complies  with  the  standard  dimensional 
requirements  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  and  the  requirements  of  the 
Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  based  on  input  from  the 
Board  of  Health,  would  support  a  system  for  sewage  disposal  suit¬ 
able  for  the  proposed  lots.  The  Planning  Board  shall  disapprove 
both  plans  if  it  determines  that  the  Conventional  Development 
Plan  does  not  conform  to  these  standards.  The  Planning  Board 
shall  also  make  a  finding  that  the  approved  plan  best  meets  the  cri¬ 
teria  below,  and  is  the  more  beneficial  to  the  town  of  the  two  plans 
submitted. 

Decision  Criteria: 

a.  The  preferred  design  minimizes  the  developed  area,  includ¬ 
ing  the  amount  of  land  to  be  disturbed  for  the  construction 
of  buildings,  driveways,  sewage  disposal  systems,  retaining 
walls,  utilities,  storm  drainage  systems  and  roads.  It  maxi¬ 
mizes  the  area  of  preserved  wooded  land,  open  space, 
amenities  and  buffers.  The  development  scheme  preserves 
open  space  and  views  from  existing  public  roads  wherever 
possible. 

b.  The  laying  out  of  developed  areas,  including  home  sites, 
roads,  storm  drains,  sewage  disposal  systems,  retaining 
walls  and  utilities  is  sensitive  to  the  natural  features  of  the 
parcel,  avoiding  environmentally  fragile  locations  and  min¬ 
imizing  changes  to  the  topography.  Visual  character  is  pro¬ 
tected  by  preserving  open  space  visible  from  major  roads. 
Where  necessary,  mounded  septic  systems  are  camouflaged 
with  grading  to  blend  them  with  the  topography,  or  thought¬ 
fully  landscaped,  and  retaining  walls  faced  with  stone  or 
otherwise  treated  to  become  an  attractive  landscape  feature. 
Detention  basins  are  screened  or  otherwise  camouflaged 
from  view.  Stone  walls  are  incorporated  into  the  develop¬ 
ment  to  define  new  lot  boundaries. 

c.  Amenities  are  provided  for  the  homeowners  and/or  the  pub¬ 
lic,  including  trails,  bikepaths,  and  protected  open  space. 
Buffers  are  provided  to  protect  adjacent  built-up  developed 
areas  from  traffic  noise,  changes  in  neighborhood  character 
and  other  impacts. 
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d.  Open  space  is  provided  for  conservation  use,  especially  in 
large  contiguous  areas  on  site,  linked  to  off-site  protected 
areas.  This  open  space  is  permanently  preserved,  or  mini¬ 
mally  developed  to  allow  convenient  recreational  opportu¬ 
nities.  Access  is  provided  to  open  space,  including  trails 
connecting  adjoining  open  space  parcels,  and  easements  to 
allow  public  access,  where  necessary.  Provision,  satisfacto¬ 
ry  to  the  Planning  Board,  is  made  with  regard  to  the  owner¬ 
ship  and  maintenance  of  any  and  all  common  land  and  facil¬ 
ities. 

Any  proposed  common  open  space  within  the  Major 
Residential  Development  shall  be  conveyed  to  either  the 
Town  of  Scituate  Conservation  Commission;  a  non-profit 
organization,  the  principal  purpose  of  which  is  the  conser¬ 
vation  of  open  space;  or  a  corporation  or  trust  owned  or  to 
be  owned  by  the  owners  of  lots  or  residential  units  within 
the  plan,  as  provided  by  Section  9  of  Chapter  40A.  M.G.L. 
Where  such  land  is  not  conveyed  to  the  Town,  a  restriction 
enforceable  by  the  Town  shall  be  recorded  providing  that 
such  land  shall  be  kept  in  an  open  or  natural  state. 

e.  Utilities  are  installed  in  a  manner  which  allows  for  ease  of 
maintenance  and  repair,  and  reduces  future  maintenance 
costs  for  the  town.  The  length  of  roads  and  utilities  is 
reduced.  Access,  drainage,  utilities,  and  grading  shall  be 
functionally  equivalent  to  those  which  would  meet  the  stan¬ 
dards  established  in  the  Planning  Board's  adopted 
Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations. 

5.  Relationship  to  Subdivision  Plan. 

Major  Residential  Special  Permits  shall  be  valid  for  a  maximum 
period  of  two  (2)  years  from  the  date  of  approval,  within  which 
time  an  application  for  Definitive  Plan,  deemed  complete  pursuant 
to  the  Subdivision  Regulations,  shall  be  filed  in  accordance  with 
all  applicable  regulations.  At  the  end  of  this  two  year  period,  the 
Special  Permit  will  expire.

Shall  the  Town  of  Scituate  accept  sections  3  to  7,  inclusive  of  Chapter  44B  of  the  General 
Laws,  as  approved  by  its  legislative  body,  a  summary  of  which  appears  below? 

SUMMARY 

Sections  3  to  7  of  Chapter  44B  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  also  known  as  the 
Community  Preservation  Act  ("Act"),  establish  a  dedicated  funding  source  to  acquire,  create 
and  preserve  open  space,  historic  resources,  land  for  recreational  use,  and  community  hous¬ 
ing,  and  to  rehabilitate  and  restore  such  open  space,  historic  resources,  land  for  recreational 
use  and  community  housing  acquired  or  created  as  provided  under  said  Act.  In  Scituate,  the 
Act  will  be  funded  by  an  additional  surcharge  of  3%  on  the  annual  tax  levy  on  real  property 
and  by  matching  funds  provided  by  the  Commonwealth.  The  following  exemptions  from 
such  surcharge,  permitted  under  Section  3(e)  of  said  Act,  will  apply:  (1)  property  owned  and 
occupied  as  a  domicile  by  a  person  who  would  qualify  for  low  income  housing  or  low  or 
moderate  income  senior  housing  in  the  community;  (2)  $100,000  of  the  value  of  each  taxable 
parcel  of  residential  real  property.  The  surcharge  to  be  paid  by  a  taxpayer  receiving  an  abate¬ 
ment  of  real  property  authorized  by  Chapter  59  or  any  other  law  will  be  reduced  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  such  abatement.  A  Community  Preservation  Committee  must  be  created  pursuant  to 
by-law  and  will  make  recommendations  on  the  use  of  the  funds.  Town  Meeting  must  approve 
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any  such  recommendation  before  funds  can  be  expended.  All  expenditures  pursuant  to  the 
Act  will  be  subject  to  an  annual  audit.

QUESTION  1:  Law  Proposed  by  Initiative  Petition 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the  Senate  or 
the  House  of  Representatives  before  May  1,  2002? 

SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  provide  that  no  income  or  other  gain  realized  on  or  after 
July  1,  2003,  would  be  subject  to  the  state  personal  income  tax.  That  tax  applies  to 
income  received  or  gain  realized  by  individuals  and  married  couples,  by  estates  of 
deceased  persons,  by  certain  trustees  and  other  fiduciaries,  by  persons  who  are  part¬ 
ners  in  and  receive  income  from  partnerships,  by  corporate  trusts,  and  by  persons  who 
receive  income  as  shareholders  of  "S  corporations"  as  defined  under  federal  tax  law. 
The  proposed  law  would  not  affect  the  tax  due  on  income  or  gain  realized  before  July 
1,  2003. 

The  proposed  law  states  that  if  any  of  its  parts  were  declared  invalid,  the  other 
parts  would  stay  in  effect. 
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A  YES  VOTE  would  eliminate  any  state  personal  income  tax  for  income  or  other 
gain  realized  on  or  after  July  1,  2003. 

A  NO  VOTE  would  make  no  change  in  state  tax  laws.

QUESTION  2:  Law  Proposed  by  Initiative  Petition 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the  Senate  or 
the  House  of  Representatives  before  May  1,  2002? 

SUMMARY: 

This  proposed  law  would  replace  the  current  state  law  providing  for  transitional 
bilingual  education  in  public  schools  with  a  law  requiring  that,  with  limited  excep¬ 
tions,  all  public  school  children  must  be  taught  English  by  being  taught  all  subjects  in 
English  and  being  placed  in  English  language  classrooms. 

The  proposed  law  would  require  public  schools  to  educate  English  learners  (chil¬ 
dren  who  cannot  do  ordinary  classwork  in  English  and  who  either  do  not  speak  English 
or  whose  native  language  is  not  English)  through  a  sheltered  English  immersion  pro¬ 
gram,  normally  not  lasting  more  than  one  year.  In  the  program,  all  books  and  nearly 
all  teaching  would  be  in  English,  with  the  curriculum  designed  for  children  learning 
English,  although  a  teacher  could  use  a  minimal  amount  of  a  child's  native  language 
when  necessary.  Schools  would  be  encouraged  to  place  in  the  same  classroom  chil¬ 
dren  who  are  from  different  native-language  groups  but  who  have  the  same  level  of 
English  skills.  Once  a  student  is  able  to  do  regular  schoolwork  in  English,  the  student 
would  be  transferred  to  an  English  language  mainstream  classroom.  These  require¬ 
ments  would  not  affect  special  education  programs  for  physically  or  mentally  impaired 
students  or  foreign  language  classes  for  children  who  already  know  English. 

Parents  or  guardians  of  certain  children  could  apply  each  year  to  have  the  require¬ 
ments  waived,  so  as  to  place  their  child  in  bilingual  education  or  other  classes,  if  the 
parents  or  guardians  visit  the  school  to  be  informed,  in  a  language  they  can  understand, 
about  all  available  options.  To  obtain  a  waiver,  the  child  must  either  (1)  already  know 
English;  or  (2)  be  at  least  10  years  old,  and  the  school  principal  and  staff  believe  that 
another  course  of  study  would  be  better  for  the  child's  educational  progress  and  rapid 
learning  of  English;  or  (3)  have  special  physical  or  psychological  needs  (other  than 
lack  of  English  skills),  have  already  spent  30  days  in  an  English  language  classroom 
during  that  school  year,  the  school  principal  and  staff  document  their  belief  that  the 
child's  special  needs  make  another  course  of  study  better  for  the  child's  educational 
progress  and  rapid  learning  of  English,  and  the  school  superintendent  approves  the 
waiver.  If  20  or  more  students  in  one  grade  level  at  a  school  receive  waivers,  the  school 
would  have  to  offer  either  bilingual  education  classes  providing  instruction  in  both  the 
student's  native  language  and  English  or  classes  using  other  generally  recognized  edu¬ 
cational  methodologies  permitted  by  law.  In  other  cases,  a  student  receiving  a  waiver 
would  have  to  be  allowed  to  transfer  to  a  school  offering  such  classes. 
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A  parent  or  guardian  could  sue  to  enforce  the  proposed  law  and,  if  successful, 
would  receive  attorney's  fees,  costs  and  compensatory  money  damages.  Any  school 
employee,  school  committee  member  or  other  elected  official  or  administrator  who 
willfully  and  repeatedly  refused  to  implement  the  proposed  law  could  be  personally 
ordered  to  pay  such  fees,  costs,  and  damages;  could  not  be  reimbursed  for  that  pay¬ 
ment  by  any  public  or  private  party;  and  could  not  be  elected  to  a  school  committee  or 
employed  in  the  public  schools  for  5  years.  Parents  or  guardians  of  a  child  who 
received  a  waiver  based  on  special  needs  could  sue  if,  before  the  child  reaches  age  18, 
they  discover  that  the  application  for  a  waiver  was  induced  by  fraud  or  intentional  mis¬ 
representation  and  injured  the  child's  education. 

All  English  learners  in  grades  kindergarten  and  up  would  take  annual  standard¬ 
ized  tests  of  English  skills.  All  English  learners  in  grades  2  and.  up  would  take  annu¬ 
al  written  standardized  tests,  in  English,  of  academic  subjects.  Severely  learning  dis¬ 
abled  students  could  be  exempted  from  the  tests.  Individual  scores  would  be  released 
only  to  parents,  but  aggregate  scores,  school  and  school  district  rankings,  the  number 
of  English  learners  in  each  school  and  district,  and  related  data  would  be  made  public. 

The  proposed  law  would  provide,  subject  to  the  state  Legislature's  appropriation, 
$5  million  each  year  for  10  years  for  school  committees  to  provide  free  or  low-cost 
English  language  instruction  to  adults  who  pledged  to  tutor  English  learners. 

The  proposed  law  would  replace  the  current  law,  under  which  a  school  commit¬ 
tee  must  establish  a  transitional  bilingual  education  program  for  any  20  or  more 
enrolled  children  of  the  same  language  group  who  cannot  do  ordinary  classwork  in 
English  and  whose  native  language  is  not  English  or  whose  parents  do  not  speak 
English.  In  that  program,  schools  must  teach  all  required  courses  in  both  English  and 
the  child's  native  language;  teach  both  the  native  language  and  English;  and  teach  the 
history  and  culture  of  both  the  native  land  of  the  child's  parents  and  the  United  States. 
Teaching  of  non-required  subjects  may  be  in  a  language  other  than  English,  and  for 
subjects  where  verbalization  is  not  essential  (such  as  art  or  music),  the  child  must  par¬ 
ticipate  in  regular  classes  with  English-speaking  students. 

Under  the  current  law,  a  child  stays  in  the  program  for  3  years  or  until  the  child 
can  perform  successfully  in  English-only  classes,  whichever  occurs  first.  A  test  of  the 
child's  English  skills  is  given  each  year.  A  school  committee  may  not  transfer  a  child 
out  of  the  program  before  the  third  year  unless  the  parents  approve  and  the  child  has 
received  an  English-skills  test  score  appropriate  to  the  child's  grade  level.  A  child  may 
stay  in  the  program  longer  than  3  years  if  the  school  committee  and  the  parent  or 
guardian  approve.  Parents  must  be  informed  of  their  child's  enrollment  in  the  program 
and  have  the  right  to  withdraw  their  child  from  the  program. 

The  proposed  law's  testing  requirements  would  take  effect  immediately,  and  its 
other  requirements  would  govern  all  school  years  beginning  after  the  proposed  law's 
effective  date.  The  proposed  law  states  that  if  any  of  its  parts  were  declared  invalid, 
the  other  parts  would  stay  in  effect. 
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A  YES  VOTE  would  require  that,  with  limited  exceptions,  all  public  school  chil¬ 
dren  must  be  taught  English  by  being  taught  all  subjects  in  English  and  being  placed 
in  English  language  classrooms. 

A  NO  VOTE  would  make  no  changes  in  English  language  education  in  public 
schools.

Preservation  of  Scituate's  Heritage,  Inc.  is  a  non-profit  organization  ded¬ 
icated  to  raising  funds  for  the  restoration  of  town  records,  which  have  deteri¬ 
orated  through  the  years.  Many  are  extremely  fragile  and  badly  in  need  of  pro¬ 
fessional  services.  Some  of  these  volumes  date  back  to  the  1600  and  1700's. 
If  not  restored,  irreplaceable  records  would  be  lost. 


Because  some  of  the  volumes  are  in  worse  condition  than  others,  the  cost 
of  preserving  them  differs,  ranging  from  $500  to  $2,000  each.  Since  1996,  the 
organization  has  restored  nine  volumes  of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  dat¬ 
ing  back  to  1844.  This  year  we  have  restored  six  volumes  of  Scituate  Land 
Records  dating  back  to  1821. 


We  market  merchandise  unique  to  Scituate.  With  the  authorization  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  we  also  have  merchandise  embossed  with  the  town  seal. 
All  funds  raised  go  to  the  restoration  program.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  primary  goal  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  protect  the  qual¬ 
ity  of  the  natural  environment,  and  in  particular  crucial  and  sensitive 
resources.  These  resources  include  our  water  supplies,  open  recreational  land, 
plants  and  wildlife.  It  is  additionally  charged  with  recommending  to  the  town 
the  purchase  of  lands  that  would  benefit  the  community  and  help  realize  the 
Commission's  charge.  Specifically  responsible  for  overseeing  the  implemen¬ 
tation  of  Scituate's  Wetlands  Protection  Bylaw,  the  State's  Wetlands  Protection 
Act,  as  well  as  related  legislation  and  executive  orders,  the  Commission  works 
in  a  complementary  relationship  with  the  other  boards  and  agents  of  the  town, 
especially  the  Planning  and  Health  Boards,  as  well  as  town  officials.  On  a 
broader  scale,  the  Commission  also  works  with  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection,  the  Coastal  Zone  Management  Commission,  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency,  and  the  Army's  Corps  of  Engineers.  With 
the  completion  of  the  Conservation  Commission’s  WEB  site,  basic  informa¬ 
tion  and  guidelines  related  to  the  work  of  the  Commission  is  more  readily 
available  than  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

During  2002,  the  Commission  reviewed  84  Notices  of  Intent  (indications 
of  intentions  to  initiate  a  project  on  land  that  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Commission),  a  significant  decrease  from  2001:  this  may  result  from  dis¬ 
appearing  buildable  land  in  Scituate,  and  a  need  to  review  more  carefully  the 
land  that  is  being  built  on.  In  addition,  there  were  35  Requests  for 
Determination  of  Applicability  (requests  about  whether  a  proposed  project 
comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission),  a  significant  increase  over 
2001,  and  several  Emergency  Repair  Requests,  especially  related  to  the  storm 
in  March.  The  Commission  was  faced  with  new  issues  in  relation  to  Walnut 
Tree  Hill  and  the  parcels  on  the  corner  of  Route  123  and  Cross  Street. 
Significantly,  the  Commission  denied  the  Satuite  Woods  proposal  for  lack  of 
information,  a  denial  that  was  upheld  by  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection — this  project  will  undoubtedly  be  in  front  of  Conservation  again  in 
the  not-too-distant  future.  The  issue  of  accessibility  on  Town-Way  Extension 
continues  to  be  a  difficult  problem  for  the  Town,  for  which  there  is  no  easy 
fix.  The  Air  Force  presented  a  coastal  project  that  required  seven  meetings, 
including  three  on-site,  and  considerable  negotiating  to  determine  an  accept¬ 
able  environmental  solution  to  Fourth  Cliff  erosion.  By  far  the  most  demand¬ 
ing  of  this  past  year’s  hearings  involved  the  MBTA  and  the  restoration  of  the 
Greenbush  train  line.  An  extended  site  visit,  three  very  lengthy  hearings, 
which  were  essentially  restricted  to  this  one  project,  analysis  of  hundreds  of 
pages  of  documents,  and  a  partial  plan  made  this  task  a  very  difficult  one. 
This  project,  which  was  denied  by  the  Commission  with  the  denial  upheld  by 
the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  as  of  this  writing  is  still  await¬ 
ing  the  issuance  of  a  variance  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  DEP.  (This  will  be 
a  project  to  which  an  inordinate  amount  of  time  will  have  to  be  given  by  the 
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Conservation  Agent,  as  well  as  members  of  the  Commission,  in  the 
Commission’s  commitment  to  see  that  the  project  is  done  in  such  a  way  as  to 
minimize  adverse  impacts  to  the  Town.)  Another  major  time  commitment  had 
to  be  made  to  the  Harbourtown  Marina  proposal,  and  the  difficulties  resulting 
from  actions  taken  without  prior  approval.  In  relation  to  all  of  our  conserva¬ 
tion-related  concerns,  the  agent  has  been  able  to  put  his  training  in 
Geographical  Information  Systems  to  good  use. 

In  addition  to  its  regulatory  responsibilities,  Commissioners  attended 
workshops  throughout  the  year,  continuing  to  pay  particular  attention  to 
coastal  issues  and  open  space  concerns.  Of  particular  on-going  concern  for 
Scituate  are  seawall-related  issues  and  coastal  erosion.  The  Commission 
received  a  renewal  of  its  Flood  Mitigation  Assistance  Grant,  for  mitigating 
hazards  related  to  coastal  flooding.  Continuing  efforts  to  reduce  flooding 
impacts  have  also  helped  the  town  in  its  Community  Rating  System  recertifi¬ 
cation,  which  helps  to  control  insurance  costs  for  coastal  properties. 
Associate  Member  Howard  Mathews  has  continued  work  on  the  Ellis  Estate 
trails,  and  an  Eagle  Scout  candidate  created  a  labyrinth  on  the  western  part  of 
Teak  Sherman  Park. 

The  town’s  Open  Space  holdings  were  enhanced  by  a  gift  of  one  parcel 
on  Shadwell  Road,  given  to  the  Town  by  Henry  Larsen.  The  Commission  is 
also  preparing  for  the  Town’s  taking  possession  of  three  other  parcels.  Also, 
in  relation  to  a  new  small  development,  the  Conservation  Commission  will  be 
taking  approximately  three  more  acres  under  its  care.  The  Commission  is 
seeking  other  acquisitions  to  help  protect  our  water  supply  and  coastal  habi¬ 
tats,  which  might  be  aided  by  Community  Preservation  funds.  (It  is  interest¬ 
ing  to  note  that  much  of  the  Town’s  open  space  is  essentially  unbuildable 
marshland  that,  while  it  provides  wildlife  habitat  and  attractive  scenery,  is 
unusable  for  passive  recreation.) 

In  all  of  this,  the  Commission  has  been  seeking  ways  to  deal  with  con¬ 
stantly  increasing  demands  placed  on  its  limited  resources  as  it  seeks  to  fol¬ 
low  guidelines  established  by  both  the  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan  and 
the  Master  Plan.  Development,  which  has  been  increasingly  focused  on  mar¬ 
ginal  lands,  and  changing  public  attitudes  about  and  understanding  of  quality 
of  life  issues  have  in  part  led  to  revised  and  new  legislation,  such  as  requiring 
special  protection  of  habitats  for  endangered  wildlife,  protection  of  fragile 
resources  such  as  water  supplies,  and  protection  of  coastal  and  riverfront 
areas.  These  have  imposed  increasing  demands  on  those  people  charged  with 
conservation  oversight,  including  mandated  reviews  and  oversight  of  a  public 
trust  by  the  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Conservation  Agent.  While  the 
Conservation  Commissioners,  Associate  Commissioners,  and  the 
Commission's  staff  are  those  specifically  responsible  for  implementing  con¬ 
servation  concerns,  they  depend  upon  people  in  the  town  to  provide  addition¬ 
al  eyes  and  ears  in  the  effort  to  maintain  and  improve  the  quality  of  life  in  the 
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Town  of  Scituate.  Conservation  applauds  its  Associate  Members  and  every¬ 
one  else  who  has  helped  it  in  the  course  of  this  past  year.  Particular  thanks  is 
due  those  members  who  left  the  Commission  this  past  year:  Patricia  Jones 
and  Kristin  Knotts.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  had  a  very  active  year  in  2002.  The  Board  consid¬ 
ered  and  acted  on  many  applications  for  new  development  and  redevelopment. 
The  Planning  Board  made  substantial  progress  towards  completion  of  the 
town’s  Master  Plan  and  a  major  revision  of  the  Subdivision  Rules  and 
Regulations.  Previous  efforts  to  address  how  commuter  rail  would  be  inte¬ 
grated  with  the  village  streetscape  of  North  Scituate  and  Greenbush  were  con¬ 
tinued. 

Thirty-five  meetings  were  held.  These  included  Public  Hearings  for  a 
resubmission  of  a  Definitive  Plan  under  appeal,  a  new  Definitive  Plan,  two 
Modifications  of  Definitive  Plans,  and  six  Special  Permits.  A  Definitive  Plan 
for  Beech  Tree  Farm  which  had  previously  been  denied  was  resubmitted  with 
significant  changes  under  MGL  Chapter  41  s.  81  U.  The  revised  plan, 
approved  in  December,  showed  nine  lots  and  included  about  three  acres  of 
protected  open  space.  A  new  Definitive  Plan,  Flynn  Estates,  was  the  subject 
of  several  hearings. 

Three  Flood  Plain  Special  Permits,  two  Special  Permits  for  accessory 
dwellings,  and  one  Site  Plan  Special  Permit  were  approved.  Two  Site  Plans 
were  approved  for  McBrien’s  Auto  Repair  and  the  Scituate  Tennis  Club.  Six 
Site  Plan  Waivers  were  approved,  including  one  which  authorized  conversion 
of  the  Whistle  Stop  Cafe  to  a  Dunkin  Donuts.  Twenty-one  Form  A  plans  were 
endorsed.  After  surety  was  obtained  in  amounts  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of 
road  construction,  a  total  of  52  lots  were  released,  including  29  in  the  Walnut 
Tree  Hill  subdivision. 

In  2002,  the  Planning  Board  advanced  the  Master  Plan  forward.  Many 
meetings  were  held  to  review  the  drafts  received  from  McGregor  & 
Associates,  which  were  extensively  revised  to  address  numerous  specific 
issues.  The  Planning  Board  will  be  requesting  that  Town  Meeting  adopt  the 
Natural  Resources,  Open  Space  and  Historic  and  Cultural  Resources  elements 
in  March,  2003. 

The  Housing  Element  was  updated  to  include  recently  released  Census 
data,  and  brought  to  Special  Town  Meeting  in  September,  when  it  was  adopt¬ 
ed  as  Scituate’s  Affordable  Housing  Plan.  On  the  Planning  Board’s  recom¬ 
mendation,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  a  Housing  Partnership  to  meet 
with  developers  who  propose  Comprehensive  Permit  applications  and  work  to 
implement  the  town’s  housing  policy. 

The  Planning  Board  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  form  a 
Streetscape  Committee  to  develop  a  plan  for  streetscape  improvements  in 
North  Scituate  and  Greenbush.  The  streetscape  mitigation  funds  received  by 
the  town  from  the  MBTA  will  be  used  to  implement  this  plan. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  on  the  update  of  the  Subdivision  Rules 
and  Regulations.  The  Planning  Board  worked  closely  with  the  DPW  and 
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other  town  departments  to  craft  language  that  would  address  concerns  of  these 
agencies  while  maintaining  the  town’s  control  over  certain  aspects  of  new 
development.  The  revision  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  2003. 

The  Planning  Board  office  continued  to  serve  the  public  by  answering 
questions  and  providing  information  to  town  residents  and  others  throughout 
the  year.  A  redraft  of  the  Zoning  Map  was  completed.  The  Subdivision  Rules 
and  Regulations  and  a  variety  of  forms  can  be  found  on  the  town’s  web  site  to 
allow  them  to  be  read  and  downloaded  quickly.  The  Planning  Board  was  very 
active  in  2002,  and  many  of  this  year’s  projects  are  expected  to  be  completed 
in  2003.

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SCITUATE  TOWN  ARCHIVES 


2002  was  another  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  Town  Archives. 
Requests  for  information  continue  to  arrive  on  a  weekly  basis,  from  both  near 
and  far. 

Great  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  physical  layout  of  the 
Archives,  including  the  painting  of  the  research  room.  As  a  result  the  room  is 
now  a  much  more  pleasant  area  for  both  workers  and  researchers. 

We  are  most  fortunate  to  have  a  consistent  and  hard  working  corps  of  vol¬ 
unteers,  namely  Pat  Jones  and  Paul  Crowley,  with  new  additions;  Maureen 
Dowd  and  Nancy  Curran. 

Pat  and  Nancy  are  doing  data  entry  of  Vital  Records,  Maureen  handles  the 
genealogy  questions,  and  Paul  organizes  all  four  areas.  This  past  year,  he  built 
shelving  and  organized  all  the  Building  Department  Permits. 

Once  again,  Terry  French,  from  the  State  Archives,  came  to  Scituate  and 
gave  us  recommendations  for  disposal  of  documents.  This  is  a  very  important 
process,  and  permission  must  be  granted,  in  writing,  by  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  before  any  material  can  be  destroyed. 

With  funds  from  POSH  (Preservation  of  Scituate  Heritage,  Inc)  we  were 
able  to  preserve  several  volumes  of  land  records  and  one  volume  of  Vital 
Records.  Also,  four  units  of  rolling  shelving  were  purchased  to  hold  the  more 
recent  land  records. 

Several  volunteers  and  I  went  to  a  meeting  at  the  State  Archives  in 
December  on  “Documentary  Heritage  Grants.”  Plans  are  underway  for  the 
publication  of  World  War  II  letters  unique  to  Scituate.  Hopefully,  we  will 
qualify  for  some  of  these  grant  monies. 

Let  me  say  thank  you  to  all  who  come  regularly  to  help,  and  offer  a  spe¬ 
cial  invitation  to  all  Scituate  Residents  to  come  in,  visit,  and  see  what  an  out¬ 
standing  collection  of  documents  the  Town  of  Scituate  holds.

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CAPITAL  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 
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PUBLIC  BUILDING  COMMISSION 


The  Scituate  Public  Building  Commission  oversees  the  planning,  design 
and  construction  of  all  public  building  projects  in  the  town.  The  Commission 
consists  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  overlap¬ 
ping  three-year  terms.  The  standing  commission  is  composed  of  three  pro¬ 
fessional  engineers,  an  architect  and  a  professional  contractor.  Two  addition¬ 
al  members  are  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  from  the  department  who  will  use 
the  completed  building. 

During  2002,  the  Public  Building  Commission  continued  its  work  with 
the  Scituate  School  Committee  and  the  School  Department  on  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  new  Jenkins  Elementary  School  and  the  Scituate  High  School  ren¬ 
ovation  project. 

The  elementary  school  construction  was  certified  by  the  design  architect 
as  being  Substantially  Complete  in  May  of  2002,  a  full  year  beyond  the  con¬ 
tractual  Substantial  Completion  date  of  May  2001.  The  construction  contrac¬ 
tor  continued  to  work  on  the  project  to  complete  unfinished  work  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year.  In  addition,  the  School  Department  began  using  the 
new  school  during  this  year.  The  high  school  renovation  project  was  also  cer¬ 
tified  as  being  Substantially  Complete  in  May  of  2002  and  the  construction 
contractor  for  this  project  also  worked  on  completing  unfinished  work  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year.  It  is  anticipated  that  both  projects  will  receive  Final 
Occupancy  Permits  in  early  2003. 

The  Public  Building  Commission  is  looking  forward  to  continuing  its 
work  on  these  important  projects,  as  well  as  the  construction  of  the  new  fire 
stations  and  the  design  of  the  new  Senior  Center  building.  In  addition,  we 
would  like  to  give  special  thanks  to  our  secretary,  Heather  Santosuosso,  for  a 
job  well  done.

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COMMUNITY  PRESERVATION  COMMITTEE 


The  Community  Preservation  Act  was  adopted  by  Scituate  voters  at  the 
Annual  Election  in  March.  A  three  percent  surcharge  is  assessed  on  all  prop¬ 
erty  tax  bills  with  certain  exemptions.  Funds  collected  under  the  surcharge 
must  be  expended  for  certain  purposes;  generally,  the  allowed  uses  are  the 
acquisition,  preservation,  restoration  or  creation  of  open  space,  historical  pur¬ 
poses,  lands  for  recreational  purposes  and  community  housing. 

Under  the  Act,  a  Community  Preservation  Committee  must  be  estab¬ 
lished  to  make  recommendations  for  the  use  of  the  funds.  A  nine-member 
committee  has  been  appointed  and  began  meeting  in  June. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  in  an  agreement  with  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority,  negotiated  $3  million  for  open  space/conservation 
acquisitions.  The  Selectmen  have  asked  the  Community  Preservation 
Committee  to  receive,  review  and  recommend  properties  which  could  be 
acquired  with  this  fund. 

The  Community  Preservation  Committee  has  held  numerous  meetings 
during  the  past  year.  Establishing  procedures,  conducting  a  needs  assessment 
and  developing  an  application  process  has  consumed  many  hours.  To  under¬ 
stand  the  current  needs  of  the  Town  with  respect  to  the  Community 
Preservation  Act  purposes,  the  Committee  met  with  many  Town  departments, 
individuals  and  representatives  of  related  groups.  Much  research  was  con¬ 
ducted  to  assure  compliance  with  legal  requirements  and  to  verify  actual  and 
anticipated  revenue. 

By  October  31,  twenty  two  applications  were  received  by  the  Committee. 
Each  application  was  thoroughly  reviewed  with  the  applicant  and,  in  some 
cases,  with  the  assistance  of  Town  Counsel. 

Applications  for  land  acquisitions  have  necessitated  negotiations  with 
property  owners.  In  the  very  near  future,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Committee 
to  have  the  appraisals  done  on  the  properties.  Land  acquisitions  normally 
undergo  a  lengthy  review;  therefore,  the  Committee  will  continue  to  work  dili¬ 
gently  on  the  applications  for  this  funding. 

The  Committee  must  make  recommendations  to  Town  Meeting  for 
approval.  All  Town  Meeting  articles  are  sponsored  by  the  Committee. 
Successful  initiatives  require  a  positive  recommendation  from  the  Committee 
as  well  as  a  favorable  vote  of  Town  Meeting.

The  Inspections  Department  is  responsible  for  enforcing  the  State 
Building  Code,  State  Disabilities  regulations,  FEMA  floodplain  regulations, 
the  Gas  and  Plumbing  Code,  the  Electrical  Code,  Weights  and  Measures  reg¬ 
ulations  and  the  Town  of  Scituate  Zoning  Bylaw.  Department  Inspectors  con¬ 
ducted  over  4,000  inspections  in  2002  ensuring  a  safer  environment  for  all. 

Over  41  million  dollars  of  new  work  was  permitted  in  2002  including  44 
condominiums,  34  single-family  dwellings  and  15  reconstructed  single-fami¬ 
ly  dwellings.  The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  recently  approved  97  dwellings 
under  the  Chapter  40b  statute  which  if  constructed  will  make  for  an  even 
busier  year  in  2003.

The  mission  of  the  Friends  of  the  Scituate  Animal  Shelter  is  to  rescue 
abandoned,  homeless  animals  and  give  them  the  proper  care,  love  and  atten¬ 
tion  they  deserve  and  find  them  loving  new  homes. 

The  Shelter  sponsored  three  major  fund-raisers  beginning  in  March  with 
its  Annual  Indoor  Yard  Sale,  a  House  Tour  in  June  on  First  cliff,  and  in 
September,  its  ever-  successful  reception  at  Siros  Restaurant.  The  Friends  rely 
on  such  events  and  general  contributions  to  cover  $20,000.00  in  medical  care 
for  the  dogs,  cats,  ferrets  and  rabbits  who  make  their  way  to  the  Scituate 
Animal  Shelter  each  year. 

The  Scituate  Animal  Shelter  also  serves  the  towns  of  Cohasset,  Hingham, 
Norwell  and  Hull  for  their  stray  dogs.  With  the  help  of  over  fifty  volunteers, 
the  Shelter  cares  for  an  average  of  fifty  cats  and  up  to  sixteen  dogs  on  a  daily 
basis. 

The  Shelter  provides  educational  tours  to  school  groups,  Scouts  and 
Brownies  and  has  implemented  a  sponsorship  program  involving  local 
schools.

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SHELLFISH  DEPARTMENT 


The  past  year  has  seen  limited  soft-shell  clamming.  The  North  River  still 
has  an  abundance  of  soft-shell  clams,  but  it  is  only  opened  seasonally  from 
December  1st  until  April  30th.  The  Massachusetts  Division  of  Marine 
Fisheries  controls  the  opening  and  closing  of  these  flats  based  on  their  testing 
for  pollution  in  the  river.  Unfortunately,  this  fall  a  number  of  rainfall  events 
has  led  to  a  higher  than  acceptable  level  of  pollution  in  the  North  River  and 
has  delayed  the  opening  of  these  flats.  As  of  January  1st,  the  fecal  coliform 
levels  were  still  running  too  high  to  allow  shell  fishing. 

The  Bassings  Beach  area  has  remained  closed  for  soft-shell  clamming  as 
the  resource  there  is  extremely  limited.  We  continue  to  monitor  the  flats  and 
remind  clammers  to  check  with  the  Town  Clerk’s  office  to  see  when  the  North 
River  flats  will  open.  When  they  do  open,  licenses  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Town  Clerk’s  Office  during  their  regular  business  hours  at  Town  Hall.

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WATERWAYS  COMMISSION 


The  Waterways  Commission  held  regular  meetings  on  the  first  Monday  of 
each  month.  The  Commission  acts  as  advisors  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
provides  a  forum  for  all  residents  interested  in  Scituate’s  harbor  and  rivers. 


In  2002,  Commission  activity  centered  on  the  following  projects: 

•  Dredging  of  the  Federal  project  areas 

•  Dredging  of  the  South  River 

•  Breakwater  rebuilding  and  maintenance 

•  Waterways  Enterprise  Fund  Analysis 


Dredging 

After  many  years  of  planning  and  pursuing  the  complex  application  and 
permitting  processes,  comprehensive  dredging  of  Scituate  Harbor  started  in 
September  2002.  The  Army  Corp  of  Engineers  and  its  subcontractors  will 
remove  almost  260,000  cubic  yards  of  material  from  sections  of  the  Harbor 
that  fall  under  federal  jurisdiction.  Importantly,  the  main  channel  will  be 
restored  to  its  original  depth.  In  the  past  few  years,  the  channel  filled  in  and 
had  become  difficult  for  large  commercial  fishing  vessels  to  navigate.  The 
project  will  be  completed  in  February  2003,  coinciding  with  the  start  of  the 
winter  flounder  spawning  season. 

The  Commission  extends  it  gratitude  to  the  recreational  and  commercial 
boaters  whose  cooperation  has  made  the  project  proceed  smoothly  and  with¬ 
out  delay. 

Dredging  of  the  South  River  is  in  the  final  stages  of  permitting.  In  August, 
the  Town  received  $420  thousand  from  the  state  for  its  share  of  the  project 
cost.  The  Town  will  pay  25%.  Unlike  dredging  of  the  Harbor,  material 
removed  from  the  South  River  will  be  disposed  of  near  the  shoreline  along 
Humarock  Beach.  The  fine,  sandy  material  will  nourish  and  replace  beach 
sand  as  tides  eventually  wash  the  material  on  the  shore.  Dredging  is  expected 
to  begin  next  summer. 

Breakwater  Repair 

In  conjunction  with  the  dredging  project,  the  Commission  has  been  work¬ 
ing  with  the  ACE  to  clear  the  way  for  reconstruction  of  the  south  jetty  and 
repairs  to  the  north  breakwater.  Construction  is  scheduled  to  start  in  February. 

The  south  jetty  provides  critical  barrier  protection  to  the  inner  harbor  and 
Front  Street  from  easterly  storm  seas.  Originally  constructed  in  1895,  the  jetty 
has  deteriorated  to  the  point  of  being  non-functional. 

The  north  breakwater  underwent  a  major  reconstruction  in  the  mid 
1990’s,  and  the  planned  work  will  repair  sections  that  have  been  weakened  by 
storms. 
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Enterprise  Fund 

All  funds  necessary  to  support  the  maintenance  and  development  of  town 
harbor  and  waterways  facilities  are  from  the  Waterways  Enterprise  Fund. 
Revenue  sources  include  slip  fees,  user  fees,  boat  excise  tax  and  other  mis¬ 
cellaneous  sources.  No  tax  dollars  are  used. 

The  Commission  undertook  a  yearlong  project  to  analyze  revenue 
sources  and  collection  methods.  The  goal  of  the  project  was  to  insure  that 
management  of  the  Enterprise  Fund  is  maximizing  revenue  potential  in  a 
timely  and  efficient  manner. 

The  Commission  reported  its  findings  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  the 
fall.  Revamped  collection  methods  and  enforcement  were  among  the  recom¬ 
mendations  presented.  A  committee  was  established  by  the  Selectmen  to  pur¬ 
sue  the  recommendations. 

2003 

The  Commission  recommended  a  series  of  capital  projects  for  approval 
at  Town  Meeting  in  March.  Among  the  initiatives  presented  to  the  Selectmen 
were  rebuilding  of  the  town  landings  off  Jericho  Road  and  Cole  Parkway  and 
initial  planning  and  permitting  for  dredging  of  the  inner  harbor  mooring  area. 

In  2002,  Scituate’s  harbor  and  rivers  received  nearly  $4  million  in  state 
and  federal  funds  for  maintenance  and  improvement.  The  benefits  to  the  town 
will  be  realized  for  years  to  come,  as  Scituate’s  reputation  as  one  of  the  out¬ 
standing  ports  on  the  east  coast  grows  and  it  attracts  new  visitors,  on  both  sea 
and  land. 

The  Waterways  Commission  encourages  residents  to  become  involved  in 
caring  for  the  Town  of  Scituate’s  most  important  asset.

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PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
are  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  2002. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957, 
and  is  now  composed  of  all  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton, 
and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a  regional 
response  to  a  regional  problem,  and  provides  a  way  of  organizing  specialized 
equipment,  specially  trained  employees,  and  mosquito  control  professionals 
into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad  geographical  area  of  responsibility. 

The  2002  season  began  with  a  below  average  water  table  for  the  region 
which  continued  throughout  the  summer.  Efforts  were  directed  at  larval  mos¬ 
quitoes  starting  with  the  spring  brood.  Ground  and  aerial  larviciding  was 
accomplished  using  B.t.i.,  an  environmentally  selective  bacterial  agent.  Upon 
emergence  of  the  spring  brood  of  mosquitoes,  ultra-low  volume  adulticiding 
began.  The  Project  responded  to  5,91 1  requests  for  service. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  in  2002  there  were  no  human  Eastern  Equine 
Encephalitis  or  West  Nile  cases  in  Plymouth  County.  The  recurring  problem 
of  EEE  and  WNV  to  the  Northeast  continues  to  ensure  cooperation  between 
this  Project  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health. 

West  Nile  Virus  increased  during  2002  with  24  human  cases  with  the 
majority  detected  in  Suffolk  and  Middlesex  Counties.  No  horse  cases 
occurred  in  Plymouth  County  during  2002,  possibly  due  to  owners  vaccinat¬ 
ing  their  horses  with  a  new  WNV  Equine  vaccine.  One  llama  from  Halifax, 
the  first  in  the  Country,  tested  positive  for  WNV  early  in  the  season.  In  2002 
only  4  birds  tested  positive  for  WNV  compared  to  257  last  year.  To  ascertain 
the  risk  to  human  health  and  horses,  this  Project  continued  placing  mosquito 
traps  in  known  infected  areas  from  the  year  prior.  The  mosquitoes  collected 
were  tested  at  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  for  WNV,  but 
none  were  infected.  In  an  effort  to  keep  the  Public  informed,  WNV  activity 
updates  are  regularly  posted  on  our  web  site,  www.plymouthmosquito.com  and 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  at 
www.  state,  ma.  us/dph/wnv/wnv  1 .  htm. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Scituate  are  given  below.  While  mos¬ 
quitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines  the  information  given  below  does  provide  a 
tally  of  the  activities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health  and 
comfort  of  Scituate  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  8,320  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted 
sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was 
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made  to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments 
were  made  in  June  and  the  last  in  September. 

In  cooperation  with  this  Project  supplying  insecticide,  Scituate  town 
employees  treated  2,867  catch  basins  to  prevent  the  emergence  of  Culex  pip- 
iens,  a  known  mosquito  vector  in  West  Nile  Virus  transmission. 

Aerial  Application.  Larviciding  woodland  swamps  by  helicopter  before 
the  leaves  come  out  on  the  trees  continues  to  be  very  effective.  In  Scituate  this 
year  we  aerially  larvicided  354  acres. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage, 
which  can  be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing 
water  areas.  Inspectors  continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with 
highly  specific  larvicides  when  immature  mosquitoes  are  present. 

Water  Management.  During  2002,  crews  removed  blockages,  brush  and 
other  obstructions  from  2,790  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent 
overflows  or  stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work, 
together  with  machine  reclamation,  is  most  often  carried  out  in  the  fall  and 
winter. 

Machine  Reclamation.  5,585  linear  feet  of  saltmarsh  and  upland  ditches 
were  reconstructed  in  Scituate  using  both  of  the  Project’s  track  driven  exca¬ 
vators. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  response  time,  that  is  the  time  between 
notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors.  The 
complaint  response  time  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  was  less  than  two  days  with 
more  than  422  complaints  answered. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A  systematic  sampling  for  the  mosquitoes  in  Scituate 
indicates  that  Ochlerotatus  sollicitans  was  the  most  abundant  species.  Other 
important  species  collected  include  Coquillettidia  pertnrbans  and 
Ochlerotatus  cantator. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for  infor¬ 
mation  about  mosquitoes,  mosquito-borne  diseases,  control  practices,  or  any 
other  matters  of  concern.

GENERAL: 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  a  service  organization  responsible  for 
providing  essential  public  works  infrastructure  support  services  for  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  Scituate.  Services  provided  by  this  department  include  the  engineer¬ 
ing  design,  construction,  maintenance  and  repair  of  streets,  sidewalks,  sewer, 
water  and  storm  drainage  systems;  surveying  and  mapping;  maintenance  and 
repair  of  vehicles  and  equipment;  maintenance  of  parks,  cemeteries,  athletic 
fields,  beaches,  public  buildings  and  off-street  parking  facilities;  public  refuse 
collection  and  disposal;  snow  plowing  and  ice  control;  administration  of  con¬ 
struction  contracts;  review  of  subdivision  projects;  inspection  of  construction 
projects  and  the  operation  of  the  Sewer  and  Water  Treatment  Plants  and 
Transfer  Station. 

ORGANIZATION: 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  organized  into  five  divisions,  each 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  division  supervisor  and  the  overall  direction 
of  the  Director  of  Public  Works.

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS: 

In  addition  to  providing  routine  maintenance,  service  and  plant  opera¬ 
tions,  many  major  projects  and  programs  were  also  completed  by  the  DPW  or 
under  the  direction  of  the  DPW  during  the  past  year. 

•  Completed  the  reconstruction  of  seawalls  and  stone  revetments  along 
portions  of  Surfside  Road,  Oceanside  Drive  and  2nd  Cliff. 
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•  Completed  the  engineering  design  and  permitting  for  Water  Well  #19 
Treatment  Facility.  Construction  scheduled  to  start  March  of  2003. 

•  Completed  the  engineering  design  and  permitting  for  the  Wastewater 
Collection  System  Expansion  into  the  Greenbush  Business  District, 
Stockbridge  Road,  Country  Way  and  Satuit  Trail  areas.  Construction  sched¬ 
uled  to  start  April  2003.  Received  a  State  Revolving  Fund  Loan  for  project 
construction. 

•  Completed  the  second  phase  of  Sanitary  Sewer  System  Rehabilitation 
with  the  lining  of  5100  ft  of  sewer  mains. 

•  Completed  the  engineering  design  and  permitting  for  the  third  phase  of 
Sanitary  Sewer  System  rehabilitation. 

•  Completed  the  Cleaning  &  Lining  of  5600  ft  of  watermains  in  the 
North  Scituate/Country  Way  area. 

•  Completed  the  engineering  design  &  permitting  for  the  Reconstruction 
of  Seawall  &  Stone  Revetment  along  portions  of  Glades  Road  at  North 
Scituate  Beach.  Construction  scheduled  to  start  April  2003. 

•  Provided  engineering  assistance  to  the  U.S.  Army  Corp.  of  Engineers 
for  the  Rebuilding  of  the  Harbor  Jetties. 

•  Started  the  engineering  design  and  permitting  for  the  Wastewater 
Collection  System  Expansion  into  the  First,  Second  and  Third  Cliff  areas  of 
town. 

•  Started  engineering  design  for  the  Replacement  of  Water  Wells  10  &  11. 

•  Started  engineering  design  for  rehabilitation  of  heating  system  at  the 
Police  Station. 

•  Started  water  billing  using  a  rate  structure  that  encourages  conservation 
of  potable  water. 

•  Purchased  water  conservation  kits  for  distribution  to  consumers. 

•  Experienced  a  very  dry  year  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  the  year.  The 
last  quarter  was  above  normal. 

•  Pumped  and  treated  627  million  gallons  of  potable  water.  284  million 
gallons  of  water  was  treated  and  processed  through  the  Old  Oaken  Bucket 
Water  Filtration  Facility,  and  343  million  gallons  of  water  was  processed 
through  the  five  treatment  wells. 

•  Purchased  84  million  gallons  of  water  from  the  Town  of  Marshfield  to 
supply  the  residents  of  Humarock. 

•  Delivered  an  average  of  106  gallons  of  water  per  day  per  resident. 
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•  Continued  water  quality  sampling  and  analysis  to  ensure  a  safe  potable 
water  supply.  A  total  of  over  1 0,000  tests  were  conducted  during  the  year. 

•  Continued  the  Annual  Water  Supply  Cross  Connection  Prevention  and 
Inspection  Programs. 

•  Continued  the  water  main  flushing  program  throughout  the  system. 

•  Conducted  leak  detection  within  50%  of  the  distribution  system. 

•  Continued  with  the  hydrant  maintenance  program. 

•  Repaired  78  water  transmission  main  and  service  line  leaks. 

•  Responded  to  546  calls  from  consumers  requiring  emergency  service. 

•  Encouraged  conservation  of  the  water  supply  via  public  and  bill 
notices. 

•  Encouraged  water  resource  protection  via  public  and  bill  notices. 

•  Delivered  to  consumers  the  annual  Consumer  Confidence  Report, 
which  detailed  the  measured  water  quality  and  outlined  the  water  system 
infrastructure. 

•  Treated  and  processed  408.9  million  gallons  of  wastewater  and  2.89 
million  gallons  of  septage  waste. 

•  Removed  over  1200  wet  tons  of  processed  sludge  filter  cake  from  the 
Wastewater  Treatment  Plant. 

•  Installed  new  emergency  generator  at  the  Chain  Pond  Pump  Station. 

•  Conducted  comprehensive  technical  review  of  three  (3)  definitive  sub¬ 
division  plans  for  the  Planning  Board  and  provided  site  inspection  services  for 
six  subdivisions. 

•  Conducted  technical  and  content  review  for  the  Planning  Board  for 
eight  (8)  Special  Permits,  three  (3)  Site  Plans  and  eighteen  (18)  Form  A  Plans. 
These  plans  are  all  plans  for  development  not  requiring  Planning  Board 
review  and  approval  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law. 

•  Processed  3700  tons  of  municipal  waste,  2000  tons  of  bulky  waste  and 
2000  tons  of  leaves  and  brush  at  the  Transfer  Station. 

•  Recycled  1700  tons  of  mixed  paper  and  cardboard,  460  tons  of  scrap 
metal,  500  tons  of  commingled  plastics,  cans  and  bottles,  55  tons  of  white 
goods,  5000  gallons  of  waste  oil,  1400  tires,  100  propane  tanks,  450  units  of 
cathode  ray  tubes,  20  drums  of  used  oil  filters,  650  gallons  of  used  anti-freeze 
and  2500  fluorescent  lamps.  This  recycling  effort  by  the  citizens  of  Scituate 
represents  a  46%  recycling  of  all  refuse  received  at  our  Transfer  Station  for  a 
one  year  period. 
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•  Provided  maintenance  resurfacing  of  40000  square  yards  of  roadways 
and  graded  all  gravel  roads  in  Scituate  and  Humarock. 

•  Repaired  22  catch  basins,  constructed  6  new  basins  and  installed  400 
feet  of  new  storm  drainage  pipe. 

•  Cleaned  2400  basins  and  20  culverts. 

•  Completed  resurfacing  of  Kent  St.  sidewalk. 

•  Completed  infra  red  patching  of  600  sy  of  trenches. 

•  Replaced  54  street  signs,  and  painted  6000  lineal  feet  of  traffic  and 
parking  lines. 

•  Removed  storm  overwash  from  Town  Way  Extension,  Oceanside 
Drive,  Surfside  Road,  Central  Ave.  and  Lighthouse  Point. 

•  Removed  over  100  dead  trees  and  planted  35  new  trees  throughout  the 
town. 

•  Installed  200  lineal  feet  of  new  guardrail. 

•  Replaced  two  traffic  lights  and  one  school  zone  light. 

•  Prepared  preliminary  plans  and  received  a  75%  grant  for  new  Jericho 
Road  ocean  outfall  project. 

•  Completed  first  phase  of  EPA  Facility  Audit. 

•  Started  Phase  II  Stormwater  Management  Plan.  Received  state  revolv¬ 
ing  fund  loan  for  this  project. 

•  Continued  gas  monitoring  at  the  closed  Sanitary  Landfill  to  monitor 
gas  flow  as  required  by  DEP. 

•  Continued  ground  water  monitoring  at  the  closed  Sanitary  Landfill 
required  by  DEP  for  closed  landfill  monitoring. 

•  Prepared  a  $  7  million  Annual  Operating  and  three  Enterprise  Fund 
Budgets  for  Fiscal  year  2004  and  updated  the  $50  million  ten  year  DPW 
Capital  Improvement  Plan.

Part  of  our  work  each  year  is  the  review  of  plans  submitted  to  us  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  comment  and  recommendation.  This  year,  too,  we 
reviewed  numerous  plans  with  regard  to  various,  essential  traffic  safety 
aspects,  such  as  adequate  access  and  egress  room  for  emergency  vehicles. 

We  continue  to  work  with  the  Police  Department  in  order  to  address  a 
variety  of  traffic  matters  related  to  public  safety.  As  our  town  has  grown,  we 
have  received  more  requests  from  residents  to  review  issues  such  as  traffic 
movement  through  Scituate’s  neighborhoods,  vehicular  speeding,  pedestrian 
safety,  and  signage.  The  committee  appreciates  the  concerns  of  Scituate  resi¬ 
dents  for  public  safety.  We  thoroughly  review  each  issue  and  endeavor  in 
every  way  to  find  workable  solutions. 

The  members  of  the  committee  thank  Brian  Stewart  for  his  unflagging 
service  on  this  committee,  and  we  wish  him  well  as  he  leaves  to  take  up  the 
position  of  Police  Chief.  We  welcome  back  Community  Service  Officer 
Arthur  Wood.  We  also  thank  Melissa  Boynton  for  her  enthusiastic  service  as 
a  citizen  representative,  and  we  welcome  Dorothy  Cook  as  a  new  citizen  rep¬ 
resentative.  The  members  welcome  new  Board  of  Selectmen  Liaison  Paul 
Reidy,  as  we  thank  Susan  Phippen  for  her  generous  service  during  her  term  as 
the  liaison.

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SCHOOLS 


SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  was  an  eventful  year  for  the  School  Committee.  What  were 
described  as  our  defining  aspects  in  the  2001  Town  Report  -  ongoing  con¬ 
struction,  MCAS,  and  the  development  of  a  three-year  vision  plan  -  contin¬ 
ued  to  have  significant  impact.  Added  to  the  list  and  most  prominent,  was  the 
funding  crisis  brought  on  by  burgeoning  state-mandated  Special  Education 
expenses,  fair  but  costly  collective  bargaining  and  the  costs  associated  with 
the  Jenkins  School  which  was  scheduled  to  open  in  September,  2002. 

As  of  May,  2002,  both  the  high  school  project  and  the  Jenkins  School 
were  certified  as  substantially  complete  and  as  of  this  writing,  all  work  should 
be  finalized  by  the  end  of  January,  2003,  with  final  occupancy  permits  issued. 
Our  high  school  principal,  Ms.  Donna  Nuzzo-Mueller,  her  staff,  and  students 
deserve  high  praise  for  successfully  continuing  to  operate  in  a  school  with 
constant  and  often  serious  disruption.  We  are  especially  grateful  to  all  who 
serve  on  the  town’s  Public  Building  Commission  who  gave  their  expertise  and 
time  to  the  supervision  of  the  projects.  Jenkins  has  opened  its  doors  for  com¬ 
munity  use  this  year  and  its  long-awaited  operation  as  our  fourth  elementary 
school  is  anticipated  for  September,  2003. 

The  students  and  faculty  of  Scituate  once  again  brought  honor  to  our 
town  with  commendable  MCAS  scores.  Their  high  ranking  achievement 
defies  the  scale  of  per  pupil  expenditure  on  which  Scituate  stands  among  the 
lowest  in  the  state.  Tutorials  have  effectively  reached  those  students  who  have 
been  identified  as  at  risk  for  failure  and  all  students  have  benefited  from  the 
intense  attention  made  by  our  faculty  to  curriculum  benchmarks.  We  are  also 
proud  of  the  evening  program,  directed  by  Mr.  Jeffrey  Szymaniak,  Assistant 
Principal,  which  was  initiated  this  year  in  the  high  school  as  an  alternative  to 
our  traditional  day  program.  It  is  our  constant  goal  that  all  students  receive 
the  support  necessary  to  obtain  a  diploma. 

The  challenge  of  developing  a  three-year  vision  plan  initiated  by  this 
committee  in  the  spring  of  2001  was  met  successfully  by  our  administration 
and  faculty.  However,  the  misinterpretation  of  its  purpose  by  a  financially 
strapped  town  doomed  its  endorsement.  This  vision  plan  perhaps  represents 
the  epitome  of  the  communication  abyss  in  which  we  found  ourselves  during 
the  winter  months  of  2002. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  School  Committee  presented  the  town 
a  proposed  budget  that  included  an  operating  budget  override  of  1 .985  million 
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dollars.  Though  it  passed  that  night,  the  override  failed  at  the  ballot.  The 
School  Committee  consequently  made  the  painful  decision  not  to  open  the 
Jenkins  School  and  would  have  made  even  more  significant  cuts  in  existing 
school  programs  had  not  the  Selectmen  proposed  freeing  town  and  state  funds 
for  the  schools’  current  use. 

The  funding  crisis  had  further  casualties  with  the  resignations  of  our  four 
chief  administrators.  Dr.  John  Kulevich  retired  as  Superintendent  in  October, 
2002.  His  commitment  to  Scituate  schools  of  twenty-four  years  of  service  is 
unparalleled.  With  increasingly  limited  funding,  he  unfailingly  delivered  to 
the  town  an  excellent  school  system.  Mr.  Andrew  O’Brien,  the  Schools’ 
Director  of  Business  and  Finance,  also  retired  in  the  fall.  Mr.  O’Brien  over¬ 
saw  the  daily  management  of  the  building  projects  along  with  the  operation  of 
the  budget,  contract  renegotiations  of  teachers  and  support  personnel,  and  the 
override  effort.  We  are  extremely  appreciative  of  the  dedication  and  loyalty 
Mr.  O'Brien  brought  to  his  job.  Mrs.  Ruth  Gilbert- Whitner,  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  Curriculum,  Instruction  and  Staff  Development,  and  Dr. 
Karen  Watts,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Student  Support  Services,  took  posi¬ 
tions  in  Whitman-Hanson  and  Cohasset,  respectively.  Both  women  were  pro¬ 
fessionals  with  a  passion  for  education  and  we  accepted  their  resignations 
with  regret. 

The  School  Committee  was  pleased  to  appoint  the  Principal  of  the  Gates 
Intermediate  School,  Mr.  Mark  Mason,  as  our  new  Superintendent.  He  in  turn 
named  Dr.  James  Kelleher  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Curriculum, 
Instruction  and  Staff  Development.  Dr.  Kelleher  came  to  us  from  the  Dover, 
New  Hampshire  school  system.  From  in-house,  Mrs.  Nancy  Verseckes  was 
appointed  Director  of  Special  Education.  Mr.  Michael  Lezenski  brought  his 
business  expertise  of  many  years  in  the  banking  and  private  sector  to  complete 
the  new  administrative  team  as  our  Director  of  Business  and  Finance,  At  the 
Gates  Intermediate  School,  we  welcomed  Mr.  Richard  Blake  and  Ms.  Lynn 
Bastoni  as  Principal  and  Assistant  Principal.  Under  Mr.  Mason’s  enlightened 
leadership,  the  Scituate  Schools  now  have  the  talent  and  energy  on  board  to 
meet  the  challenges  confronting  quality  education.  The  FY  2004  School 
Budget  represents,  as  much  by  what  is  not  included  as  by  what  is  funded,  the 
commitment  of  our  central  administration,  our  department  heads  and  our  prin¬ 
cipals  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  Scituate  student  while  respecting  the  grim 
reality  of  our  town’s  finances.  We  applaud  the  perseverance  and  dedication  of 
our  principals  who  continue  to  give  their  all  without  the  support  they  should 
have.  We  are  honored  by  our  teaching  staff  who  remains  innovative  and 
enthusiastic. 

This  has  been  an  angst-ridden  year  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  School 
Committee  and  I  am  most  grateful  to  my  fellow  members  who  have  so  will¬ 
ingly  shared  the  responsibility.  Mike  Hayes,  Mary  Mason,  Elizabeth  Michaud 
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and  Edward  Tibbetts  have  all  represented  the  Committee  on  subcommittees, 
commissions  and  councils  throughout  the  year  and  I  salute  their  commitment 
to  our  Schools. 

For  the  School  Committee,  I  thank  all  who  were  members  of  PTO’s, 
School  Councils,  SHORE,  SEA  and  USS.  Their  support  is  essential  to  the 
welfare  and  vitality  of  the  school  system.  In  addition,  I  welcome  an  energized 
spirit  of  cooperation  between  the  town  boards  and  the  school  administration. 
The  divisiveness  pervading  the  override  process  was  a  painful  lesson  to  us  all. 

We  face  a  difficult  year  ahead.  As  a  result  of  the  state’s  dire  financial 
forecast,  we  present  a  budget  to  the  town  that  does  not  truthfully  meet  our 
standards  for  a  good  school  system.  It  is  a  necessary  response  to  the  call  for 
level  funding  asked  of  all  town  boards,  yet  the  schools  are  in  a  particularly 
uneasy  position  as  they  will  continually  be  subject  to  federal  and  state  man¬ 
dates  -  particularly  regarding  Special  Education  -  that  are  not  controlled. 

This  year  our  override  request  is  for  funds  to  open  Jenkins  School  only. 
We  must  revisit  how  the  town  will  fund  the  schools  in  the  immediate  years  to 
come.  We  are  clearly  at  a  point  where  the  quality  of  our  school  system  is  at 
stake.

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SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


The  schools  of  Scituate  are  the  pride  of  Scituate.  Whether  it  be  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  very  high  standardized  test  scores,  or  the  collection  of  necessities  for 
the  less  fortunate;  whether  it  be  the  tributes  paid  to  our  students  at  drama, 
musical,  and  athletic  competitions  or  the  placements  of  young  people  in  post¬ 
graduate  opportunities;  whether  it  be  the  solid  preparation  for  citizenry  and 
life  or  the  ethical  and  moral  lessons  learned  at  their  schools,  the  Town  of 
Scituate  has  every  reason  and  right  to  feel  good  about  its  schools. 

Yet,  life  in  a  school  organization  is  no  different  than  life  in  any  organiza¬ 
tion,  be  it  a  business,  a  club,  or  a  family.  A  calendar  year  is  seldom  free  of  tur¬ 
moil,  confusion,  and  disappointment  while  at  the  same  time  filled  with 
achievement,  accomplishment,  and  satisfaction.  The  Scituate  Public  Schools 
had  its  share  of  both  emotions  during  2002. 

To  state  the  apparent,  money  tended  to  be  at  the  root  of  our  circumstances. 
The  budgeting  process  for  the  2002-2003  academic  year  was  arduous  and  diffi¬ 
cult.  In  an  organization  employing  more  than  450  dedicated  and  committed  peo¬ 
ple,  providing  direct  services  to  more  than  3,100  young  people  ranging  in  need 
and  ability,  and  buildings  and  programs  in  need  of  attention,  an  appropriate  bud¬ 
get  was  requested.  In  addition  to  an  operational  budget  for  the  existing  school 
system  was  the  prospect  of  opening  a  fourth  elementary  school,  the  Jenkins 
School,  which  needed  monies  to  school  appropriately  more  than  500  young¬ 
sters.  The  town  needed  to  be  fiscally  responsible  as  the  country  as  a  whole 
lacked  economic  optimism,  the  state  was  facing  deficits,  and  families  closely 
monitored  their  checkbooks.  It  was  not  a  good  year  for  school-based  initiatives 
and  new  beginnings. 

Accordingly,  the  school  department  scrutinized  every  item  requested  in 
bringing  a  budget  before  the  citizenry  of  this  community  that  would  effec¬ 
tively  maintain  services  while  underwriting  the  legal  and  rightful  mandates  of 
a  progressive  school  district.  Meeting  upon  meeting  with  town  officials  fur¬ 
ther  pared  the  budget  proposal  further  drastically  reducing  services  and  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  students.  Alongside  the  operating  budget  deliberations  was  an 
override  request  to  open  a  new  school.  In  the  end,  although  a  notably  reduced 
operating  budget  was  approved  and  granted,  the  ballot  initiative  for  the  new 
school  failed,  keeping  a  fourth  and  much  needed  school  unoccupied  by  ele¬ 
mentary  students.  As  a  result,  resignations  were  submitted  by  a  number  of 
high-level  central  office  administrators.  The  general  outlook  for  the  schools  of 
Scituate  was  dismal. 

It  is  believed  by  some  that  a  community  defines  its  inhabitants,  giving 
them  a  sense  of  identity,  a  foundation  of  fundamental  morals,  and  a  common 
heritage.  The  Town  of  Scituate  provides  this  very  context.  As  a  consequence, 
your  school  department  tries  to  do  the  very  same.  Your  school  system  is  based 
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upon  a  fundamental  principle:  an  organization  of  people  committed  to  serving 
in  the  public’s  interest,  to  teaching,  learning,  serving,  and  supporting  the 
young  people  of  this  community.  A  new  administrative  team  was  formed, 
bringing  different  experiences,  skills,  talents,  perspectives,  values,  and  pas¬ 
sions  to  reinvigorate  this  school  district.  Granted,  top  level  administrators  help 
to  provide  direction,  support,  resources,  guidance,  and  discipline  to  the  orga¬ 
nization  as  a  whole.  But  it  is  the  students,  their  families,  and  the  staff  of  this 
district  that  provide  the  true  education.  With  lessons  of  the  past,  a  sturdy 
foundation  of  core  and  mutually  understood  values,  an  ongoing  constructive 
debate,  and  a  firm  grip  on  reality,  the  school  department  continued  to  move 
forward. 

It  has  been  said  that  confusion  is  a  word  that  was  invented  for  an  order 
that  is  not  understood.  What  this  community  soon  realized  was  that  its  school 
department  would  function  and  actually  had  an  opportunity  to  grow  in  ways 
not  expected.  Rising  from  this  difficult  situation  was  a  renewed  strength  of 
vigor,  and  a  sense  of  camaraderie  and  purposefulness  by  your  school  com¬ 
munity  toward  a  single  charge:  to  continue  to  deliver  the  highest  possible  edu¬ 
cational  product  by  the  most  efficient  means.  Once  again,  students,  staff,  and 
families  proved  that  they  could  rise  above  any  turmoil  with  a  commitment 
toward  solid  study  and  accomplishment. 

With  that  said,  we  are  pleased  to  update  the  community  at  large  on  the 
state  of  their  public  schools  and  particular  programs. 

CURRICULUM 

The  district  has  taken  significant  steps  during  the  past  several  years  to 
review  its  curriculum  and  ensure  alignment  with  the  standards  for  teaching 
and  learning  as  established  by  the  Commonwealth’s  Department  of 
Education.  The  Mathematics  curriculum  for  Grades  6-12  was  revised  and 
resequenced  to  provide  a  stronger  background  for  our  students  taking  the 
MCAS  testing  program.  A  new  Science  curriculum  was  adopted  for  Grades 
K-5  which  included  the  purchase  of  Science  textbooks  and  laboratory  kits. 
Staff  development  activities  pertaining  to  the  Science  adoption  at  the  elemen¬ 
tary  level  occurred  during  this  past  summer.  The  Science  curriculum  for 
Grades  6-12  was  also  reconfigured,  adding  appropriate  Earth-Science  activi¬ 
ties  to  the  ninth-grade  curriculum  while  at  the  same  time  resequencing  the  6- 
8  curriculum  to  align  more  closely  with  the  state  curriculum  frameworks  and 
the  MCAS.  For  example  at  the  Gates  Intermediate  School,  the  “Three 
Communities  and  a  River’’  project  was  implemented.  This  was  an  integrated 
Science  and  History  project  developed  jointly  by  the  Scituate  School  District 
and  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Extension  Division. 

During  the  2002-2003  school  year,  K-12  vertical  integration  curriculum 
teams  were  formed  to  engage  teachers  and  administrators  from  throughout  the 
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district  in  an  ongoing  review  of  district-wide  curricula.  Each  team  includes 
representatives  from  each  school  in  the  district,  along  with  department  chair¬ 
persons,  building  principals,  and  the  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Curriculum, 
Instruction  and  Staff  Development.  The  teams  are  called  “vertical  integration 
teams”  because  their  goal  is  to  focus  on  the  alignment  of  the  curriculum  ver¬ 
tically  from  Kindergarten  to  Grade  12  and  to  monitor  curriculum  horizontal¬ 
ly  or  along  same  grade  and  building  classrooms. 

Throughout  the  coming  years,  both  the  vertical  teams  and  the  district  will 
attempt  to  follow  a  five-year  cycle  for  curriculum  review  and  adoption.  In  a 
five-year  cycle,  funds  are  allocated  toward  a  specific  curriculum  area  on  a 
rotating  basis  each  year,  with  the  cycle  beginning  anew  each  fifth  year.  The 
first  step  in  this  curriculum  review  is  to  document  current  practices  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  and  review  their  alignment  with  the  state’s  curriculum  frameworks  and 
our  MCAS  scores.  The  next  step  is  to  develop  a  K-12  curriculum  guide  that  is 
based  upon  best  practices  and  state  standards.  Finally,  appropriate  curriculum 
materials  will  be  selected  based  upon  these  guidelines. 

During  the  2002-2003  academic  year,  at  the  elementary  level,  discussion 
has  centered  on  incorporating  the  sixth-grade  curriculum  into  the  elementary 
schools  with  the  opening  of  a  fourth  elementary  school.  Professional  devel¬ 
opment  has  provided  teachers  with  the  necessary  skills  to  differentiate  their 
instruction  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  diverse  learners  in  their  classrooms. 
Given  that  in  the  elementary  schools  there  is  a  greater  focus  on  interdiscipli¬ 
nary  instruction,  teachers  have  been  engaged  in  mapping  their  curriculum, 
exploring  connections  between  and  among  each  disciplines.  The  elementary 
schools  have  also  maintained  their  commitment  to  a  balanced  literacy  pro¬ 
gram.  Professional  development  has  included  training  in  strategies  for  read¬ 
ing  instruction,  and  individual  schools’  parent  teacher  organizations  have 
provided  support  with  initiatives  such  as  training  in  Open  Circle,  a  strategy 
for  developing  a  positive  classroom  atmosphere,  and  John  Collins,  a  writing 
strategy. 

The  district- wide  curriculum  focus  during  the  summer  of  2003  and  the 
following  academic  year  will  be  standards-based  Mathematics  instruction. 
The  district’s  Mathematics  vertical  integration  team,  along  with  Mathematics 
teachers  and  building  administrators,  will  be  reviewing  our  curriculum  in  light 
of  state  standards  for  Mathematics  instruction.  The  focus  of  standards-based 
Mathematics  is  developing  Mathematics  skills  so  that  students  are  well  pre¬ 
pared  to  enter  a  fast-paced  global  work  environment. 

The  district  continues  to  support  students  from  Boston  who  attend  the 
Scituate  Schools  through  our  participation  in  the  METCO  program.  Various 
professional  development  opportunities  have  been  provided  to  support  teach¬ 
ers  in  their  efforts  to  close  the  achievement  gap.  Through  a  curriculum  estab- 
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lished  by  the  Anti-Defamation  League,  training  has  been  done  over  a  two-year 
period  for  both  students  and  teachers  on  how  to  choose  language  that  is  both 
racially  and  culturally  sensitive  when  speaking  with  others.  Also,  the 
METCO  program  is  currently  exploring  bringing  the  Empowering 
Multicultural  Initiatives  (EMI)  course  to  Scituate  in  the  near  future.  The  EMI 
course  is  based  on  current  research  on  race  issues  in  our  schools. 

INSTRUCTION 

The  district-wide  Professional  Development  Council,  consisting  of  teach¬ 
ers  and  community  members  from  throughout  the  district,  continued  to  meet 
throughout  the  2002-2003  school  year.  The  Council  is  charged  with  the  task 
of  planning  professional  development  days  for  the  district,  which  were  held 
on  October  25,  2002  and  January  10,  2003.  The  fall  teacher  workshop  day 
involved  a  presentation  related  to  various  legal  responsibilities  of  teachers 
while  the  winter  workshop  day  focused  on  transitions  in  our  work  and  per¬ 
sonal  lives.  In  January,  2003,  Dr.  Rob  Evans  of  The  Human  Resource 
Services  in  Wellesley,  Massachusetts  spoke  to  the  faculty  about  the  change 
process.  The  Scituate  Education  Alliance  was  very  supportive  in  funding  sev¬ 
eral  presentations  by  Dr.  Rob  Evans  as  well  as  Dr.  JoAnn  Deak,  who  talked 
about  her  research  on  how  the  brain  functions. 

Other  professional  development  opportunities  have  included  courses 
offered  by  Mass  Insight  and  the  South  Shore  Educational  Collaborative  on 
topics  ranging  from  restraint  training  to  standards-based  education.  Teachers 
and  administrators  also  contributed  to  the  Immediate  Response  Handbooks 
that  were  created  for  every  school  in  the  district. 

The  Scituate  Public  Schools  congratulate  Mari-An  Fitzmaurice  and  Trina 
Camarao  whose  teaching  performance  met  the  standard  for  National  Board 
certification  and  designated  them  as  a  National  Board  Certified  Teacher. 

The  district  maintained  its  commitment  to  the  growth  and  development  of 
its  newest  teachers  through  an  induction  program.  The  induction  program  for 
new  teachers  includes  an  orientation  program,  along  with  a  support  team  for 
all  incoming  teachers,  comprised  of  a  mentor,  a  building  or  departmental 
administrator,  and  other  teachers  either  in  the  same  grade  level  or  same 
department.  As  a  result  of  the  Massachusetts  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993, 
along  with  changes  in  teacher  licensure  approved  in  2001,  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education  mandates  that  all  school  districts  in  the 
Commonwealth  provide  an  induction  program,  along  with  documentation  of 
the  various  activities  involved  in  the  mentoring  process.  In  fulfillment  of 
these  statewide  requirements,  the  district  provided  release  time  for  mentor 
teachers  and  mentees  to  observe  one  another  and  discuss  the  teaching  and 
learning  process.  Mentor  coordinators  were  selected  to  develop  summer 
training  sessions,  and  steps  were  taken  to  revise  the  district’s  comprehensive 
induction  manual. 
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SPECIAL  EDUCATION 


During  the  2001-2002  school  year,  the  Scituate  Special  Education 
Department,  formerly  known  as  the  Department  of  Student  Support  Services 
continued  to  provide  a  comprehensive  delivery  of  services  to  students  in  the 
Scituate  Public  Schools.  The  department  includes  special  education  programs 
as  well  as  early  childhood  programs. 

An  active  Scituate  Parent  Advisory  Committee  (PAC)  meets  on  a  regular 
basis  offering  parents  the  opportunity  to  share  information  and  discuss  mat¬ 
ters  of  interest  regarding  their  children.  Their  mission  is  to  support  all  children 
having  equal  access  to  innovative  educational  strategies  in  a  community  envi¬ 
ronment  where  all  children  are  encouraged  to  reach  their  potential. 

Programs  offered  to  student  support  services  staff  include: 

•  Nurses  received  training  in  the  use  of  SNAP  Health  Center,  a  school 
health  management  software  program,  which  allows  them  to  keep  and 
print  detailed  health  records  for  students. 

•  A  full-day  inservice  offered  to  special  educators,  guidance  counselors, 
and  regular  educators  addressing  Eligibility  Determination  and 
Special  Education  Process  regulation  changes,  IEP  development. 

•  Staff  at  the  elementary  schools  was  presented  information  regarding 
the  upcoming  SPED  Compliance  Review. 

•  Paraprofessionals  were  included  in  a  site-based  workshop  conducted 
by  our  own  Mari- An  Fitzmaurice  and  Elaine  Gordon,  entitled,  “Basics 
and  Beyond  for  Paraprofessionals.” 

•  Special  Educators  investigated  and  explored  new  IEP  software  pro¬ 
grams. 

•  The  Early  Childhood  staff  participated  in  a  full-day  workshop  dealing 
with  the  specific  disorders  of  Down  Syndrome  and  Autism. 

•  Ongoing  training  occurred  in  the  use  of  Alternate  Assessment  for 
MCAS  and  the  writing  of  Individual  Education  Plans. 

In  December  of  2002,  our  Early  Childhood  Center  received  word  that 
they  had  achieved  accreditation  by  the  National  Association  for  the  Education 
of  Young  People.  They  were  commended  for  providing  a  high  quality  program 
for  young  children  and  their  families. 

TECHNOLOGY 

During  the  past  years  the  Scituate  school  system  has  seen  a  tremendous 
growth  in  the  use  of  technology  as  both  a  productivity  and  instructional  tool. 
Students,  teachers,  and  administrators  now  rely  heavily  on  technology  for 
their  everyday  work.  Many  instructional  and  administrative  tasks  have  been 
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shifted  from  the  traditional  hardcopy  reports  to  online  or  software  specific 
applications.  Scituate  schools  have  increased  the  use  of  the  Internet  to  com¬ 
municate  with  students,  staff  and  parents.  With  this  paradigm  shift,  there  is  a 
need  to  provide  additional  technological  support.  Unfortunately,  as  a  result  of 
difficult  economic  times,  we  have  seen  the  overall  technology  resources 
diminish. 

The  technology  budget  for  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  has  gratefully 
received  support  from  the  town’s  Capital  Plan  fund  for  fiscal  years  1996  to 
2002.  The  Scituate  Cable  Committee  has  provided  funds  for  the  fiscal  year 
2003  technology  budget.  These  funds  have  been  used  to  purchase  new  equip¬ 
ment  and  replace  old  equipment  while  the  school  system's  budget  line  items 
have  included  funds  for  salaries,  supplies,  software,  repairs,  and  contracted 
services. 

For  the  fiscal  year  2004  budget  we  should  develop  a  systemwide  tech¬ 
nology  budget  that  would  include  budget  line  items  for  new  equipment, 
replacement  of  old  equipment,  supplies,  software,  repairs,  and  contracted  ser¬ 
vices.  Presently,  the  line  item  amounts  at  the  individual  schools  for  some  of 
these  items  are  not  adequate  enough  to  meet  the  technological  needs  of  staff 
and  students.  The  budget  for  new  equipment  and  replacement  of  old  equip¬ 
ment  for  the  individual  schools  has  depended  on  funds  from  either  the  Capital 
Plan  or  Cable  Committee  grants.  It  appears  that  these  two  funding  sources 
have  no  or  very  limited  resources  and  will  not  be  able  to  provide  the  neces¬ 
sary  aide  for  technology  for  next  year.  Furthermore,  the  Department  of 
Education’s  Technology  Benchmark  Standard  for  student  access  states:  “By 
the  year  2003,  every  district  will  have  achieved  at  least  a  5:1  student-to-com- 
puter  ratio  of  modern,  fully  functioning,  Internet-enabled  computers  and 
devices.”  The  average  ratio  for  the  Scituate  school  system,  excluding  the 
newly-renovated  high  school,  is  8:1.  Instead  of  meeting  this  standard  we  are 
in  danger  of  dropping  further  behind. 

Increases  in  both  equipment,  and  a  reliance  on  software  to  provide 
instructional  and  support  services,  require  additional  technology  funding.  The 
renovation  of  the  high  school  has  dramatically  transformed  its  technology 
environment  but  has  also  increased  the  school’s  budget  for  supplies,  software, 
and  support  services.  The  opening  of  Jenkins  School  next  year  will  result  in  a 
technology  rich  school  that  will  escalate  the  need  for  technology  support  ser¬ 
vices  and  supplies  in  the  following  fiscal  years. 

Today,  student  instructional  use  and  student  support  services  depend  more 
and  more  on  technology.  To  adequately  meet  these  demands,  we  should  devel¬ 
op  a  systemwide  technology  budget  and  provide  the  necessary  resources  to  sup¬ 
port  it. 

The  district’s  curriculum,  professional  development  opportunities,  school 
improvement  plans,  along  with  other  important  documents,  was  made  avail- 
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able  to  the  Scituate  community  through  a  new  website  for  the  school  district. 
The  launching  of  the  website  is  an  important  first  step  in  implementing  the 
school  district’s  comprehensive  communication  plan,  which  aims  to  reach  out 
to  the  members  of  the  wider  school  community  through  a  diverse  array  of 
venues.  Other  tools  the  district  hopes  to  employ  to  convey  its  mission  and  val¬ 
ues  include  a  newsletter  as  well  as  a  brochure  on  the  district. 

The  website  includes  updates  on  a  wide  variety  of  topics,  from  agendas 
and  news  releases  of  the  School  Committee  to  bus  routes  and  school  lunch 
schedules.  The  website  will  be  an  easily  accessible  information  source  for 
parents  and  community  members  who  are  seeking  current  information  on 
school  priorities  and  activities. 

GRANTS 

A  variety  of  both  federal  and  state  funds  provide  support  to  teachers 
throughout  the  Scituate  Public  Schools.  The  district  receives  federal  funds 
through  the  Title  I  program  to  support  basic  skills  development  in  literacy  and 
numeracy.  A  significant  portion  of  Title  I  funds  are  allocated  to  tutors  in  each 
school  who  provide  supplemental  reading  instruction  to  our  students  who 
need  this  kind  of  support.  Other  federal  funds  provide  small  amounts  of 
money  to  support  Health  teachers  and  a  teacher  who  provides  remedial 
Mathematics  support  at  the  Gates  Intermediate  School.  Through  the 
Academic  Support  Services  grant  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Education,  the  school  department  receives  funds  to  support  tutoring  both  dur¬ 
ing  the  school  year  and  during  the  summer  for  students  who  are  at  risk  of  fail¬ 
ing  the  MCAS  exam.  Federal  and  state  grants  are  written  for  very  specific 
professional  development  and  curriculum  goals  within  the  district.  While 
these  funds  are  an  important  means  to  support  district  initiatives  for  teaching 
and  learning,  there  is  very  little  flexibility  in  using  these  funds  to  fulfill  the 
various  other  financial  needs  that  may  arise  in  the  district  during  a  typical 
year.

MCAS 

The  scores  of  Scituate  students  on  the  MCAS  continue  to  improve.  In  fall 
2002,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  recently  released  a  sum¬ 
mary  report  listing  performance  and  improvement  ratings  for  Scituate  on  the 
Massachusetts  Curriculum  Assessment  Systems  (MCAS).  The  Cycle  II  rat¬ 
ings  were  determined  based  on  the  combined  2001  and  2002  MCAS  results 
for  the  district  as  compared  to  the  baseline  in  1999  and  2000.  Individual 
schools  received  separate  ratings  for  elementary,  middle  and  high  school  per¬ 
formance  and  improvement,  based  on  grades  4,  7,  8  and  10  English  Language 
Arts  and  Mathematics  performance. 

Performance  and  improvement  ratings  for  all  Massachusetts  public 
schools  and  districts  are  issued  every  two  years.  Ratings,  which  are  based  on 
MCAS  scores,  are  used  to  track  districts’  and  schools’  progress  toward  the 
goal  of  all  students  achieving  proficiency  in  English  Language  Arts  and 
Mathematics.  As  a  result  of  the  performance  targets  mandated  by  the  Federal 
No  Child  Left  Behind  Act  of  2001,  Massachusetts  is  seeking  to  have  all  stu¬ 
dents  achieve  proficiency  in  English  Language  Arts  and  Mathematics  by 
2013-2014. 

Performance  and  improvement  ratings  are  calculated  using  a  new  profi¬ 
ciency  index.  The  proficiency  index,  which  allocates  points  depending  on 
how  many  students  fall  into  each  scoring  category  (Advanced,  Proficient, 
Needs  Improvement  or  Warning/Failing),  is  a  measure  of  the  extent  to  which 
students  have  attained  or  are  progressing  toward  proficiency  in  English 
Language  Arts  and  Mathematics.  A  school  district’s  improvement  rating  is 
calculated  by  comparing  the  proficiency  index  at  the  end  of  the  two-year  rat¬ 
ing  cycle  with  its  two-year  baseline  for  that  cycle.  The  proficiency  index 
ranges  from  0-100.  By  2014,  the  state  of  Massachusetts  hopes  to  have  all 
schools  and  districts  performing  with  a  proficiency  index  of  100.  The  state’s 
Cycle  II  performance  target  for  English  Language  Arts  is  70.7,  while  the  state 
performance  target  for  Mathematics  is  a  proficiency  index  of  53. 

Scituate  scored  well  above  the  state  performance  target  in  every  catego¬ 
ry.  The  district  composite  proficiency  index  in  English  Language  Arts  for 
Cycle  II  was  92.7,  while  the  proficiency  index  for  the  district  in  Mathematics 
was  83.1.  More  specifically,  the  grade  four  composite  proficiency  index  was 
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93.0  for  English  Language  Arts  and  85.2  for  Mathematics.  In  Grades  7/8,  the 
proficiency  index  was  94.7  for  English  Language  Arts  and  80.2  for 
Mathematics.  In  tenth  grade,  the  proficiency  index  for  English  Language  Arts 
was  89.4  and  for  Mathematics  the  proficiency  index  was  84.2.  Performance 
ratings  are  classified  as  Very  High,  High,  Moderate,  Low,  Very  Low  and 
Critically  Low.  In  every  testing  category,  the  performance  ratings  for  Scituate 
were  either  High  or  Very  High. 

In  addition  to  performance  ratings,  the  state  has  also  calculated  improve¬ 
ment  targets  for  each  school  and  district  for  each  rating  cycle.  The  amount  of 
proficiency  index  increase  a  school  or  district  is  expected  to  achieve  during  a 
particular  rating  cycle  depends  on  the  gap  between  that  school’s  or  district’s 
baseline  proficiency  index  and  a  proficiency  index  of  100.  The  improvement 
targets  for  the  Scituate  schools  on  the  2001  and  2002  MCAS  ranged  from  a 
low  of  0.7  in  4th  grade  ELA  at  Hatherly  to  a  high  of  5.1  in  Mathematics  in 
tenth  grade.  Scituate  scores  were  either  on  target  for  improvement  or  above 
target  for  all  but  two  levels.  This  means  that  Scituate  has  taken  significant 
steps  to  decrease  the  number  of  students  performing  below  the  proficient  level 
in  both  Mathematics  and  English  Language  Arts.  As  an  example,  scores  on  the 
tenth-grade  Mathematics  MCAS  Mathematics  jumped  significantly.  With  a 
baseline  proficiency  index  of  64,  the  improvement  target  was  +5.1.  However, 
the  scores  jumped  20  points,  with  a  Cycle  II  proficiency  index  of  84.2. 
However,  the  scores  dropped  slightly  in  fourth-grade  Mathematics  at  Hatherly 
and  Wampatuck;  although  the  overall  scores  for  these  schools  were  worthy  of 
a  “high”  rating. 

It  was  felt  that  these  positive  results  reflect  the  hard  work  done  by 
Scituate  educators  during  the  past  several  years  to  align  their  instruction  with 
the  state’s  curriculum  frameworks  and  ensure  that  all  of  our  students  are  per¬ 
forming  at  proficient  levels  in  English  Language  Arts  and  Mathematics. 
MCAS  tutoring  during  the  school  day,  after  school,  and  during  the  summer,  in 
addition  to  ongoing  review  of  both  the  curriculum  and  MCAS  results  by 
teachers,  have  helped  the  district  in  meeting  performance  targets. 

The  high  level  of  academic  achievement  in  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  is 
especially  notable  when  compared  to  the  disproportionately  low  per  pupil  cost 
in  the  school  district.  For  several  years,  the  per  pupil  expenditure  in  Scituate 
has  been  below  the  state  average.  (Per  pupil  spending  is  a  calculation  based 
on  the  amount  of  money  in  the  school  budget  divided  by  the  number  of  stu¬ 
dents.)  Nationwide,  per  pupil  spending  is  generally  seen  as  a  key  indicator  of 
both  the  wealth  of  the  community  and  also  its  commitment  to  educating  its 
youth.  In  FY  2000,  per  pupil  expenditure  in  the  state  was  $7,450.00,  while  in 
Scituate  it  was  $6,303.00.  By  way  of  comparison,  consider  that  in  the  western 
suburbs  of  Weston  and  Newton,  the  per  pupil  expenditures  that  same  year 
were  $10,190.00  and  $9,471.00  respectively.  For  the  purposes  of  collective 
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bargaining,  and  other  budgetary  items,  most  school  districts  compare  them¬ 
selves  to  neighboring  districts  with  similar  demographics.  Scituate  regularly 
compares  itself  to  other  South  Shore  communities,  including  Hull,  Cohasset, 
Norwell,  Hingham,  Duxbury,  Rockland,  Abington,  Marshfield,  and  Hanover. 
Of  this  comparison  group,  Scituate  was  the  second  from  the  bottom  in  per 
pupil  expenditures  in  FY  2000,  second  only  to  Marshfield.  This  has  many 
implications  for  professional  practice.  Most  significantly,  as  a  result  of  the 
lower  level  of  spending,  Scituate  is  not  able  to  offer  the  same  programs  and 
opportunities  as  its  neighbors. 

The  low  per  pupil  spending  rate  in  Scituate  correlates  with  a  historically 
low  level  of  investment  in  curriculum  materials,  staff  development,  along  with 
building  and  maintenance  issues  in  the  district.  Curriculum  materials  in  key 
disciplines  (such  as  Mathematics  and  Social  Studies)  are  outdated;  staff  devel¬ 
opment  funds  are  insufficient  to  provide  ongoing,  meaningful  growth  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  our  teachers,  and  there  are  a  host  of  building  maintenance  prob¬ 
lems  ranging  from  leaky  roofs  to  safety  concerns.  This  context  for  teaching 
and  learning  in  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  makes  our  high  level  of  perfor¬ 
mance  on  the  MCAS  and  other  measures  of  academic  progress  a  cause  for  cel¬ 
ebration;  it  is  a  testimony  to  the  hard  work  of  our  teachers  and  building  prin¬ 
cipals,  along  with  the  deep  level  of  commitment  of  so  many  parents  and  com¬ 
munity  members.  However,  if  we  are  to  maintain  this  high  level  of  achieve¬ 
ment  and  meet  the  increased  expectations  for  student  learning  established  by 
the  No  Child  Left  Behind  Act  of  2001,  we  will  need  to  increase  our  invest¬ 
ment  in  our  students.  During  the  coming  years,  the  quantity  of  outdated  cur¬ 
riculum  materials,  along  with  growing  building  concerns,  will  become  serious 
enough  that  they  will  begin  to  impinge  upon  the  teaching  and  learning  process 
in  the  district. 

SCITUATE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

•  Compared  with  other  communities  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  Scituate  students  rank  in  the  top  five  per  cent  of  the 
state  in  their  performance  on  the  Massachusetts  Curriculum 
Assessment  System  (MCAS). 

•  190  seniors  graduated  from  Scituate  High  School  with  the  Class  of 
2002. 

•  78%  of  graduating  seniors  planned  on  attending  a  four-year  college. 

•  39  graduating  seniors  were  members  of  the  National  Honor  Society, 
having  attained  a  cumulative  average  of  A-  or  better. 

•  Five  students  were  named  as  Commended  Scholars  in  the  National 
Merit  Scholarship  competition. 
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•  The  mean  Verbal  SAT  I  score  for  Scituate  High  School  was  522, 
which  is  18  points  higher  than  the  national  mean  and  10  points  high¬ 
er  than  the  state  mean.  The  SAT  I  Mathematics  mean  was  532,  which 
is  16  points  higher  than  both  the  national  and  state  means. 

•  48  seniors,  2 1  juniors,  and  two  sophomores  participated  in  the  College 
Board  Advanced  Placement  testing  program.  Out  of  136  grades 
reported,  107,  or  78%  achieved  scores  of  “3”  or  better.  Four  students 
were  recognized  as  “AP  Scholars  of  Distinction”,  three  as  “AP 
Scholars  with  Honor”,  and  nine  as  “AP  Scholars”  for  their  outstand¬ 
ing  performance  on  the  examinations. 

•  The  mean  MCAS  English/Language  Arts  score  for  Scituate  High 
School  Sophomores  was  250  (Proficient  rating),  8  points  above  the 
state  average,  and  the  mean  MCAS  Mathematics  score  was  248 
(Proficient),  1 1  points  above  the  state  average.

•  K-3  students  came  to  school  in  pajamas  for  stories  read  by  staff  mem¬ 
bers  also  clad  in  pajamas.  Following  the  reading,  all  shared  in  milk 
and  cookies  refreshments. 

•  Students  presented  and  exhibited  Egyptian  Life  by  showcasing  them¬ 
selves  as  a  wax-museum  exhibit  depicting  ancient  Egyptian  life. 

•  Special  “Dr.  Seuss  Day”  to  celebrate  author  Theodore  Gristle.  The 
entire  school  was  “Seussified”  depicting  characters  and  scenes  from 
various  Dr.  Seuss  books. 

•  The  school  won  the  Fleet  All-Star  Award  and  was  presented  a  check 
for  $3,000  for  community-service  projects. 

•  Family  Fun  Fair  youngsters  young  and  old  came  together  for  a  carni¬ 
val  organized  and  maintained  by  parents,  staff,  and  teenage  alumni. 

•  Local  author  Dean  Morrissey  presented  a  program  on  his  work  as  an 
author  and  illustrator. 

•  The  Grandparents  and  Special  Friends  Tea  brings  together  youngsters 
with  their  grandparents  and  special  friends  for  a  Sunday  afternoon 
tour  of  the  school  while  meeting  and  greeting  the  staff  and  Principal 
of  the  building. 

•  A  Student-Parent  service  club  called  Helping  Hands  collected  alu¬ 
minum  tabs  for  the  Shriners’  Hospital,  collected  office  supplies  and 
crafts  for  Carolina  Hill  and  Yellow  Brick  Road  facilities,  collected 
“cuddly  friends”  (stuffed  animals)  and  delivered  them  to  the  Police 
Station  so  they  could  be  used  on  calls  with  children  involved,  collect¬ 
ed  change  for  the  Chernobyl  children,  participated  in  a  food  drive  for 
the  Scituate  Pantry,  amongst  other  good-will  activities. 

•  The  Scituate  Public  Library  and  the  Wampatuck  School  teamed  up  to 
enhance  curriculum  and  spearhead  a  campaign  to  get  every 
Wampatuck  child  their  own  library  card. 

•  Fifth  graders  experience  real-life  economics  as  they  select  a  job  with 
an  imaginary  salary,  maintain  a  checking  account,  and  pay  bills. 

HATHERLY  SCHOOL 

•  The  Hatherly  School  continued  to  work  on  Character  Education  and 
Conflict  Resolution  through  the  training  of  four  more  teachers  in  the 
techniques  of  the  Open  Circle  Social  Competency  Program,  spon- 
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sored  by  the  Stone  Center  at  Wellesley  College.  Additionally,  the 
School  Council  has  supported  many  character-education  initiatives. 
They  researched  and  gathered  information  on  several  programs  and 
shared  them  with  the  teachers.  In  conjunction  with  the  PTO,  they  pro¬ 
vided  financial  support  for  teachers  to  attend  conferences  about 
Character  Education.  Also,  at  the  beginning  of  the  2002-2003  school 
year,  monthly  ceremonies/assemblies  were  implemented  as  a  means 
to  further  address  character  education  concerns  about  bullying  and 
teasing  with  themes  and  topics  in  these  areas. 

•  Teams  of  administrators,  department  heads,  and  teachers  participated 
in  the  Mass  Insight  Course,  Creating  a  Standards-Based  Classroom , 
throughout  the  year.  Benefits  of  this  course  include:  creating  strategic 
plans,  a  district-wide  vision,  and  promoting  teamwork  in  Scituate. 
Having  teams  participate  in  this  course,  enable  them  to  cultivate  a 
vision,  which  is  instrumental  in  improving  student  achievement  and  in 
addressing  the  educational  needs  of  students. 

•  Fourth  and  fifth  grade  teachers  analyzed  MCAS  data  using  the  Test 
Whiz  software  and  organized  flexible  instructional  groupings  of  stu¬ 
dents  to  target  areas  of  strengths  and  weaknesses.  This  collaborative 
effort  was  instituted  on  a  weekly  basis  during  1  1/2  hours  of  uninter¬ 
rupted  time  over  a  three-month  span. 

•  The  continuation  of  the  Joint  Elementary  School  Council  (comprised 
of  all  School  Council  Members  from  Cushing,  Hatherly,  and 
Wampatuck  Schools)  to  primarily  address  issues  directly  related  to  the 
elementary  level  and  the  opening  of  the  new  elementary  school. 

•  The  Hatherly  School  Literacy  Day  and  Night  was  a  special  day  that 
sponsored  a  sequence  of  events  to  celebrate  literacy  month  in  March. 
Students  participated  in  a  month-long,  read-a-thon  and  raised  monies 
to  support  the  PTO.  During  the  day,  the  students  and  teachers  dressed 
up  as  their  favorite  book  characters,  made  bookmarks,  participated  in 
a  school  assembly,  and  invited  guest  readers  to  their  classrooms.  The 
older  students  partnered  up  with  the  younger  students  as  reading  bud¬ 
dies  during  the  day.  During  the  night,  parents  and  students  participat¬ 
ed  in  a  variety  of  literacy  activities  that  included:  a  scavenger  hunt  to 
find  doors  as  decorated  book  covers,  poetry  activities  and  short  stories 
in  the  computer  lab,  and  reading  sport  stories  in  the  gymnasium  trans¬ 
formed  into  a  locker  room. 

•  Hatherly  School  continued  to  participate  in  Spring  for  the  Arts,  and 
held  both  winter  and  spring  concerts.  The  Hatherly  School  chorus  is 
over  160  students  strong. 
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•  Acquisition  of  new  E  Macs  (computers)  for  the  School  Curriculum 
Lab  and  increased  use  of  the  Internet  in  support  of  the  elementary  cur¬ 
riculum. 

•  Students  continue  to  work  on  community-service  projects.  Students 
collected  $517.00  in  Pennies  for  UNICEF  School-In- A-Box  Kits  to 
aid  students  and  teachers  in  Afghanistan.  The  students  also  decorated 
a  “Giving  Tree”  with  gloves,  scarves  and  hats  for  homeless  families  at 
Carolina  Hill,  as  well  as,  donated  coats  for  the  Coats-for-Kids  Drive 
sponsored  by  Anton  Cleaners  for  needy  Massachusetts  Families. 

•  Continuation  of  P.T.O.  Sponsored  After-School  Activity  Programs 
such  as:  YMCA  Every  Kid’s  A  Winner  Program,  Scituate  Recreation 
Drama  Program,  and  IES  Foreign  Language  Classes. 

•  Students  benefited  from  the  many  P.T.O.  Enrichment  Programs  and 
many  field  trips.  Some  of  the  events  sponsored  were  the  Bay  Colony 
Educators,  who  help  students  learn  about  life  in  early  America;  Dan 
Cripps,  Native  American  Perspective;  Mallory  Bagwell,  GeoDome 
Project;  and  the  Joe  Sallins  Band,  African  Music/Dance  Appreciation. 

CUSHING  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

•  Cushing  School  Staff  members  and  parent  representatives  continue  to 
participate  in  the  planning  and  preparation  for  the  opening  of  a  fourth 
elementary  school  in  September,  2003. 

•  Through  Mass  Insight,  the  building  principal  (along  with  other  admin¬ 
istrators  throughout  the  district)  completed  the  course  “Leading  the 
Learning”  which  focuses  on  standards-based  education.  Additionally, 
four  Cushing  School  Teachers  have  completed  the  standards-based 
education  course,  “Instruction  for  All  Students”. 

•  The  Cushing  School  website  was  completed  in  December,  2002.  The 
“Our  School”  page  contains  general  information  such  as  Cushing 
School  Goals  and  Expectations,  Educational  Programs  at  Cushing 
School,  Assessment  at  Cushing  School,  and  Special  Events  at 
Cushing.  The  “Our  School”  page,  also,  has  links  that  define  the  Grade 
Level  benchmarks  and  curriculum  descriptions  on  Writing,  Title  I, 
Open  Circle,  Science,  MCAS,  and  Portfolio  Days.  The  “Principal’s 
Page”  contains  information  on  Ms.  Oh’s!  Book-of-the-Month  pro¬ 
gram  at  Cushing  School.  A  staff  listing  and  teacher  web  pages  are, 
also,  available  on  the  website. 

•  Cushing  School  welcomed  a  full-time  Title  One  Reading  Teacher  to 
our  staff  (an  increase  of  .5)  as  well  as  a  .6  Title  I  Tutor.  The  position 
was  funded  through  a  federal  grant  and  allowed  us  to  offer  reading 
support  to  additional  students  in  our  school  community. 
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•  Cushing  School  continued  implementation  of  the  John  Collins 
Writing  Program  that  emphasizes  the  various  types  of  writing  students 
should  master  as  well  as  providing  management  techniques  for 
addressing  the  students’  writing. 

•  The  Cushing  School  P.T.O.  and  the  Scituate  Education  Alliance  pro¬ 
vided  funding  for  three  additional  Cushing  School  Teachers  for  train¬ 
ing  in  Open  Circle:  A  Social  Competency  Program.  At  present, 
Cushing  School  implements  Open  Circle  in  eight  classrooms  in 
Grades  One,  Two,  Three,  Four  and  Five. 

•  Continuation  of  the  Junior  Great  Books  Program  was  feasible  at 
Cushing  School  through  the  generosity  of  the  Cushing  School  PTO 
who  provided  additional  funding  for  the  training  of  Parent  Junior 
Great  Book  Facilitators.  Junior  Great  Books  supports  the  Fiteracy 
Initiatives  already  in  place  at  Cushing  School  in  Grades  Two,  Three, 
and  Four. 

•  Continuation  of  the  National  Geography  Bee  for  Grades  4  and  5  at 
Cushing  School. 

•  The  continuation  of  the  Joint  Elementary  School  Council  (comprised 
of  all  School  Council  Members  from  Cushing,  Hatherly,  and 
Wampatuck  Schools)  to  primarily  address  issues  directly  related  to  the 
elementary  level  and  the  opening  of  the  new  elementary  school. 

•  Cushing  School  Fiteracy  Day  celebrated  the  students’  achievements 
throughout  the  school  year.  Parents  and  students  enjoyed  the  Fiteracy 
Fair,  which  included  displays  of  students’  reading  and  writing  across 
the  curriculum,  incorporation  of  technology  with  the  content  area  sub¬ 
jects,  presentations  by  students,  and  author-share  sessions. 

•  Continuation  of  Portfolio  Days/Breakfasts  in  all  grade  levels  as  a 
means  of  communicating  student  achievement  in  all  subject  areas. 
Parents  were  invited  into  the  classroom  where  their  child  presented 
his/her  portfolio  to  them.  Parents  were  able  to  question  their  children 
regarding  their  growth,  areas  still  in  need  of  improvement,  and  their 
choices  of  work  for  placement  in  the  portfolio.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS  ARE  OPEN 

The  Scituate  School  Committee  normally  meets  twice  a  month  on 
Mondays,  September  through  June,  unless  announced  otherwise  in  the  news 
media.  Meetings  are  held  at  the  Gates  Intermediate  School  Library  at  7:00 
P.M.  and  are  open  to  the  public. 

Initial  admission  of  Kindergarten  and  Grade  One  children  is  based  sole¬ 
ly  on  chronological  age.  A  child  who  will  be  five  years  of  age  on  or  before 
September  1  is  eligible  to  attend  Kindergarten  in  September  of  that  school 
year.  A  child  who  will  be  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  September  1  is  eligi¬ 
ble  to  attend  Grade  One  in  September  of  that  school  year.  There  will  be  no 
exceptions  to  this  policy  effective  the  beginning  of  the  1996-1997  school  year. 

A  physician’s  record  showing  proof  of  immunization  against  diphtheria, 
pertussis  (whooping  cough),  tetanus,  measles,  mumps,  rubella  and  polio  must 
be  presented  to  the  school  when  a  pupil  enters  for  the  first  time.  In  addition, 
children  entering  Pre-K  or  Kindergarten  must  present  evidence  of  being 
screened  for  lead  poisoning,  of  having  received  the  Hib  (influenza)  immuniza¬ 
tion  series  and  a  reliable  history  of  chicken  pox  or  the  vaccine  for  chicken  pox. 
The  hepatitis  B  vaccine  series  is  required  for  all  children  bom  on  or  after 
January  1,  1992.  All  students  are  required  to  have  the  above  immunizations  as 
indicated  unless  the  child  is  exempted  for  medical  or  religious  reasons. 

A  birth  certificate  must  be  presented  by  those  pupils  whose  births  were 
recorded  outside  of  Scituate.

New  England  Association  of  Schools 
and  Colleges  Self-Study  Dominates 
Year-long  Examination  at  South  Shore 

Typically  one  of  the  most  daunting  yet  beneficial  processes  for  any  edu¬ 
cational  institution  is  its  decennial  internal  review  of  all  operations,  and  the 
subsequent  peer  review  by  a  visiting  team  of  professionals  from  similar 
schools  throughout  the  New  England  region.  The  New  England  Association 
of  Schools  and  Colleges,  through  its  Commission  on  Technical  and  Career 
Institutions,  will  conduct  such  a  four-day  visiting  team  accreditation  evalua¬ 
tion  in  the  Fall  of  2003  at  South  Shore  Vocational  Technical  High  School. 
Preparation  for  the  visit  is  already  underway.  Staff  in-service  time  for  the  year 
has  been  committed  to  the  many  hours  needed  for  the  school’s  “self-study,”  a 
comprehensive  look  at  everything  from  curriculum  and  instruction,  facilities, 
budget,  staff  and  students  and  governance. 

Primary  in  South  Shore  Vo-Tech’s  scrutiny  of  its  full  operation  is  found 
in  the  evaluation  of  how  it  views  itself  measured  against  a  comprehensive  set 
of  membership  standards  established  by  the  NEASC.  These  standards  are:

South  Shore  continues  to  serve  as  a  valuable  regional  resource  to  the 
eight  member  communities,  and  most  importantly  as  a  meaningful  high 
school  pathway  for  nearly  550  students  presented  with  a  wide  array  of  acade¬ 
mic,  technical  and  career  preparatory  opportunities.  To  this  end,  the  past  year 
saw  South  Shore  planning,  implementing  or  accomplishing  several  new  ini- 
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tiatives.  Among  the  efforts  to  provide  the  best  available  delivery  of  curricu¬ 
lum,  positive  facility  and  environment  and  updated  technical  equipment  have 
been:  a  new  wireless  computer  lab  with  internet  linking  capabilities,  a  pilot¬ 
ed  foreign  language  class  (Spanish)  for  the  first  time  ever  in  the  school,  instal¬ 
lation  of  a  “Tight  Tank"  for  the  cosmetology  program  to  eliminate  potential 
chemical  runoff  into  the  aquifer,  improved  lighting  and  signage,  expansion  of 
the  gymnasium  facility  for  weight,  conditioning  and  exercise  training,  and 
several  improvements  to  technical  equipment  school-wide. 

Continuing  to  produce  graduates  who  are  equipped  with  marketable  tech¬ 
nical  skills,  ready  to  face  a  challenging  and  ever  changing  world  of  work. 
South  Shore  Vo-Tech  has  ranked  in  the  top  10%  of  state- wide  regional  tech¬ 
nical  schools  (26  schools  across  the  Commonwealth)  in  terms  of  academic 
and  vocational  achievement,  graduate  placement,  and  performance  on  the 
mandated  MCAS  testing  administered  to  10th  grade  students.  Equally  signif¬ 
icant  is  the  positive  relationship  which  has  been  forged  with  member  towns  in 
serving  the  best  interests  and  needs  of  young  people  and  the  community  at 
large. 

The  South  Shore  Regional  School  District  strives  to  utilize  the  feedback 
from  the  world  of  Business  and  Industry,  from  the  NEASC  process,  from 
Advisory,  School  Council  and  Parent  Association  groups  to  provide  the  most 
beneficial  and  comprehensive  delivery  of  educational  services  possible.  To 
that  end,  we  value  the  support  of  our  district  member  towns  and  seek  to  con¬ 
tinue,  and  build  upon,  the  shared  mission  of  providing  the  best  and  most  com¬ 
prehensive  technical  and  career  experiences  we  can.  When  our  students  are 
skilled,  they  truly  become  productive  adults  and  citizens. 

Currently,  44  of  the  total  enrollment  of  533  are  from  Scituate.  June  of 
2002  celebrated  the  graduation  of  the  following  students  from  the  town: 
Sarah  Bradley,  Bryan  Flood,  James  Healy,  Paul  Marcia,  Angela  Sciara,  David 
Smith,  Valdir  Tavares  and  Justin  Yanosick.. 

While  at  South  Shore  our  obvious  priority  this  year  is  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  decennial  evaluation,  we  want  to  contin¬ 
ue  to  be  active  partners  with  all  our  constituencies.  We  look  forward  to  the 
ongoing  and  positive  relationship  which  has  been  fostered  by  so  many  in  the 
community.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

During  2002,  the  Board  of  Health  held  24  meetings  and  7 1  public  hear¬ 
ings  on  Title  5  variances  and  other  concerns,  and  approved  4  emergency  sewer 
connections  to  the  public  sewage  system  due  to  failed  sewage  disposal  sys¬ 
tems  that  could  not  be  replaced  by  systems  in  full  compliance  with  Title  5. 

There  were  1 10  Title  5  inspections  submitted,  of  which  79  passed  and  31 
failed.  Permits  for  166  sewage  disposal  systems  were  issued.  Also,  during  the 
year,  2  subdivisions  were  approved  with  a  total  of  13  new  lots. 

Dr.  Robert  E.  Hopkins,  II  completed  six  years  of  service  as  a  Board  of 
Health  member  in  June.  During  his  tenure,  his  time,  knowledge  and  leader¬ 
ship  were  greatly  appreciated.  Russell  Clark  of  Humarock  was  appointed  to 
serve  on  the  Board  of  Health  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  June.  Past  Board 
Chairman  and  member  John  Rosen  passed  away  in  December.  An  earlier 
Board  member  Dr.  Wentworth  also  passed  away  this  year. 

In  October,  Secretary  Linda  Barich  transferred  to  the  Fire  Department 
and  our  former  Secretary,  Priscilla  Mullin  returned  from  the  Town  Clerk’s 
office. 

The  Annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  was  held  on  June  1, 
2002  at  the  DPW  Highway  Garage  on  Captain  Pierce  Road.  Edward 
McLaughlin.  Vincent  J.  Kalishes,  Stephen  Bjorklund,  Claire  Sullivan,  SSRC 
Coordinator,  DPW  staff  and  Highway  Superintendent  Mike  Breen  greatly 
assisted  at  this  event.  There  were  258  cars  and  13  out  of  town  residents  with 
permission  attended. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  lifeguard  staff  of  the  Recreation  Department 
and  Veronica  Pozas,  beach  water  sampling  began  in  mid-June  and  concluded 
on  Labor  Day.  Due  to  unsatisfactory  bacterial  levels,  Minot  Beach  was  closed 
for  one  day  in  August. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  revised  its  West  Nile 
Virus  program  this  year.  Testing  was  limited  to  certain  species  although  all 
dead  birds  were  reportable  to  the  state.  Only  one  bird  was  tested  from 
Scituate  and  that  was  negative.  Therefore,  the  conclusion  is  that  there  was  no 
West  Nile  Virus  in  Scituate  this  year  according  to  testing  whereas  last  year  we 
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had  several  birds  test  positive  for  the  virus.  A  regional  collection  site  for  test¬ 
ing  which  was  located  in  Weymouth  assisted  area  Boards  of  Health. 

The  Massachusetts  Emergency  Management  Association,  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Safety  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health  have  all  been  emphasizing  the  health  department  role  in  emergency 
preparedness  for  possible  future  bioterrorism.  The  Scituate  Board  of  Health 
is  located  in  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  Bioterrorism 
Region  4B  and  is  participating  in  a  collaborative  of  those  health  departments 
in  this  region.  The  Scituate  Board  of  Health  has  been  requested  to  develop  a 
Local  Emergency  Response  Plan  for  Infectious  Disease.  This  will  be  devel¬ 
oped  next  year  in  conjunction  with  the  Local  Emergency  Preparedness 
Committee.  In  the  meantime,  the  Director  and  the  Public  Health  Nurse  have 
attended  various  training  activities  by  the  Scituate  Fire  Dept.,  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health,  Massachusetts  Emergency  Management 
Association  and  the  SATURN  program  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Safety. 

This  year,  the  staff  approved  the  opening  of  “Morada”  as  a  food  estab¬ 
lishment  on  Front  Street,  the  conversion  of  the  Whistlestop  to  “Dunkin 
Donuts”,  a  remodeling  of  the  deli  area  at  “The  Village  Market”  and  a  change 
of  sewage  disposal  at  “The  Golden  Rooster”  which  is  pending  the  Department 
of  Environmental  Protection  approval.  Staff  is  also  involved  in  the  on-going 
development  at  Walnut  Tree  Hill,  Doctor’s  Hill,  Northey  Estates,  Arrowwood 
as  well  as  having  witnessed  site  work  for  proposed  Fire  Sub-Stations  and 
doing  the  annual  temporary  food  establishment  inspections  of  the  Carnival 
and  Circus.  Staff  is  also  investigating  the  source  of  sewage  in  a  Peggotty 
Beach  catch  basin  with  the  assistance  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

The  Board  has  also  associated  with  the  Cohasset  and  Hingham  Boards  of 
Health  and  local  citizens  on  a  possible  Walking  Trail  along  the  railroad  bed. 

The  South  Shore  Boards  of  Health  Tobacco  Control  Program  funding 
source  has  been  the  subject  of  continued  budget  cuts  since  July.  A  majority 
of  the  staff  was  laid  off  in  September  as  a  result.  The  successful  project  has 
consistently  received  high  marks  from  the  state,  and  is  one  of  only  ten  (10) 
projects  in  the  state  still  in  operation  after  the  government  essentially  elimi¬ 
nated  most  of  the  budget.  There  were  four  compliance  checks  of  establish¬ 
ments  done  this  year  and  only  three  establishments  were  in  violation  of  sell¬ 
ing  tobacco  to  minors.  The  establishments  were  subject  to  fines  as  per  the 
Scituate  Board  of  Health  regulations. 

The  Scituate  Board  of  Health  would  like  to  thank  the  Animal  Control 
Board  for  their  dedication  and  diligence  in  arranging  periodic  Rabies  Clinics 
for  dogs  and  cats. 
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The  Scituate  Board  of  Health  obtained  a  transfer  from  the  Advisory 
Committee  in  order  to  pay  medical  bills  of  two  uninsured  residents  who  were 
exposed  to  a  rabid  fox.  As  per  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  the  local  Board 
of  Health  is  liable  for  payment  of  these  services. 

The  Scituate  Board  of  Health  is  engaged  in  on-going  discussions  with  the 
Montessori  Community  School  concerning  occupancy  of  the  new  Art  Bam 
and  a  proposed  shared  system  with  the  Hopkins’  on  an  easement  on  the 
Hopkins’  property. 

Lycott  Environmental  conducted  its  annual  treatment  for  algae  on 
Musquashicut  Pond. 

The  Scituate  High  School  renovation  was  completed  in  the  spring  after 
the  Health  Department  approved  alternate  food  service  for  the  final  phase  of 
the  project.  The  pre-opening  inspection  of  the  school  went  very  well,  a  vast 
improvement  over  the  previous  years  during  the  renovations. 

The  Scituate  Board  of  Health  would  like  to  thank  our  loyal  and  capable 
staff:  Jennifer  Lamb  Sullivan,  Director  of  Public  Health,  Linda  Barich,  our 
former  Secretary,  Priscilla  Mullin,  Secretary,  Eileen  Scotti,  Public  Health 
Nurse,  and  our  consultants,  Nelly  Janga,  Mary  Thomas  and  Gale  Associates 
for  their  service,  as  well  as  those  town  departments,  officials,  and  employees 
who  have  assisted  our  efforts  this  year.

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THE  SCITUATE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING:  2002 


The  more  things  change,  the  more  they  stay  the  same.  This  was  the  COA’s 
reality  in  2002.  While  interest  grew  and  expanded  into  new  activities  such  as 
archery,  chess,  and  a  Men’s  Discovery  and  Discussion  Group,  we  continued 
to  be  challenged  by  our  limited  space  and  dwindling  financial  resources. 
Likewise,  key  areas  of  concern  for  our  elders  continued  with  the  every-chang- 
ing  field  of  medical  insurance,  soaring  prescription  costs,  and  growing  finan¬ 
cial  burdens  of  maintaining  a  home  in  Scituate  while  again,  resources  to  assist 
were  choked  by  a  failing  economy. 

We  rose  to  such  challenges  by  bringing  in  grant-funded  programs  and 
connecting  with  volunteer  services  to  augment  what  the  staff  could  offer.  Our 
SHINE  (Serving  the  Health  Insurance  Needs  of  Elders)  counselor  volunteered 
nearly  500  hours  in  2002,  offering  individual  counseling  as  well  as  directing 
educational  and  informational  forums  to  explain  the  multiple  changes  in 
health  insurance  plans.  Our  Handyman  Program,  initiated  by  a  federal  grant, 
provided  139  seniors  with  over  243  hours  of  service  in  2002  alone.  We  intro¬ 
duced  the  Scituate  Caregiver  Connection,  funded  through  another  federal 
grant,  allowing  people  24/7  access  to  services  and  referral  information  via  the 
web.  This  program  has  enabled  many  out-of-town  adult  children  to  advocate 
and  coordinate  services  for  their  elderly  parents  who  live  in  Scituate. 

Tapping  into  state  grant  money,  we  again  were  able  to  offer  arthritis  exer¬ 
cise  and  education  classes  twice  a  week  through  a  contract  with  the  rehab 
services  department  of  the  Norwell  Visiting  Nurses  Association.  Three  local 
elder  law  attorneys  volunteered  their  time  to  advise  elders  in  our  monthly  Ask 
A  Lawyer  program.  State  Representative  Frank  Hynes  continued  to  hold 
monthly  office  hours  at  the  Senior  Center  to  assist  elders  with  a  variety  of  con¬ 
cerns. 

Several  volunteers  stepped  forward  to  help  lead  new  programs  such  as 
our  Tuesday  evening  Archery  Program,  Wednesday  afternoon  chess  lessons, 
and  seasonal  arts  and  crafts  classes.  Responding  to  a  growing  interest  by  men 
for  an  intellectually  stimulating  discussion  group,  we  started  the  Men’s 
Discovery  and  Discussion  Group  that  meets  monthly  on  Tuesday  afternoons. 
The  demand  for  cultural  and  recreational  excursions  was  met  with  regularly 
scheduled  trips  to  Symphony,  Foxwoods  and  Mohegan  Sun. 

We  continued  to  collaborate  with  outside  agencies  and  organizations, 
including  District  Attorney  Timothy  Cruz  who  addressed  25  people  at  the 
Senior  Center  and  another  46  elders  at  a  luncheon  to  offer  advise  about  abuse 
and  fraud.  Many  elders  benefited  from  attending  presentations  on  hearing  loss 
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and  vision  problems,  presented  by  Massachusetts  Commission  for  the  Deaf 
and  Hard  of  Hearing  and  Vision  Community  Services,  respectively. 

Our  Outreach  Department  facilitated  an  Elder  Task  Force,  which  cam¬ 
paigned  to  update  seniors’  smoke  detectors  and  house  numbers.  In  addition, 
Community  Services  Officer  Arthur  Wood  continued  to  write  a  monthly  col¬ 
umn  in  the  COA’s  newsletter,  Golden  Times,  promoting  safety  for  seniors. 

Our  collaboration  with  South  Shore  Elder  Services’  Nutrition  Program 
expanded  into  a  Friday  Breakfast  Club,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  SSES  1 1- 
town  area.  This  has  been  very  popular  in  providing  an  alternative  for  folks 
who  participate  in  the  daily  lunch  program.  The  COA  continued  to  provide 
daily  transportation  for  the  nutrition  site  participants  as  well  as  elders  who 
attended  the  weekly  lunch  served  at  the  Trinitarian  Congregational  Church 
in  town. 

Transportation  again  consumed  a  great  deal  of  COA  time,  energy  and 
resources.  In  addition  to  scheduling  and  providing  rides  to  and  from  nutri¬ 
tional  programs,  the  COA  van  transported  elders  to  local  medical  appoint¬ 
ments,  shopping,  hairdresser  appointments,  library  visits,  and  trips  to  the  har¬ 
bor  and  other  Scituate  locations.  Our  vans  averaged  approximately  40,000 
miles  in  the  past  year  to  provide  a  total  of  25,740  rides,  which  represents  an 
increase  of  6,904  rides  over  2001  figures.  Meanwhile,  two  of  our  vans  spent 
much  of  the  year  sidelined  with  various  problems,  thus  taxing  our  one  good 
van.  For  most  of  the  last  six  months  of  2002,  we  relied  solely  on  one  van  to 
meet  all  our  transportation  needs. 

We  continued  our  participation  in  the  MTB-5  Hingham  to  Boston 
Medical  Transport  program  and  relied  heavily  on  volunteer  medical  drivers  to 
provide  transportation  beyond  Scituate. 

The  COA  assumed  the  responsibility  for  Scituate’s  Fink  Program  in  July 
2002.  This  arm  of  the  MBTA  Ride  Program  has  provided  62  rides  for  1 1  indi¬ 
viduals  between  mid-August  and  December  2002.  The  COA  has  handled  all 
scheduling  and  communication  of  rides  as  well  as  assisted  in  the  application 
process  for  many  elders  and  non-elders.  Several  elders  have  not  qualified  for 
the  program  despite  applying,  however,  more  Scituate  residents  have  qualified 
and  many  are  beginning  to  access  the  program  for  temporary  disabilities  such 
as  dialysis  and  cancer  treatment.  As  of  the  end  of  2002,  five  more  individuals 
awaited  word  on  MBTA  eligibility. 

Our  Board  of  Directors  illustrated  their  dedication  to  Scituate’s  elders 
through  volunteer  hours  not  only  spent  at  the  Senior  Center  but  also  through¬ 
out  the  town,  including  the  town  landfill!  Their  bottle  and  can  drive  capped  a 
year  of  fundraising  that  included  an  Annual  Appeal,  Heritage  Days,  and  the 
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sale  of  some  wonderfully  creative  birdfeeders  handcrafted  by  volunteer  Tom 
Gotten  The  board  helped  initiate  the  town’s  first  annual  Softball  outing 
between  our  Senior  Softball  League  and  various  town  agencies  as  well.  Pat 
Riley  stepped  in  for  Virginia  Heffernan  in  the  spring  of  2002  and  in  June, 
Susan  Ryan  stepped  down  after  six  years  service  along  with  Tom  Edwards, 
who  finished  out  another’s  term.  Tara  Stone  and  Val  Baker  joined  the  board  in 
July  while  Kristen  Gotter  again  assumed  leadership  as  Chairperson  and  Jerry 
Wild  took  on  Vice  Chair.  Estelle  Adler,  Peg  D’Onofrio,  Kate  Granigan,  and 
Celeste  Santee  continued  to  anchor  the  board  membership. 

As  we  close  2002,  we  face  the  probable  demise  of  the  MTB-5  Medical 
Transportation  program,  at  risk  of  elimination  from  cuts  in  state  funding. 
Other  state  and  federal  grants  are  on  their  last  legs  due  to  the  poor  economy 
and  less  than  optimistic  outlook  for  the  immediate  future.  Town  budget  cuts 
are  threatening  the  continuance  of  out  of  town  van  trips  as  well  as  some  in- 
town  non-essential  trips.  At  the  same  time,  we  look  forward  to  another  6% 
growth  in  our  over  60  population,  which  in  2002  comprised  21%  of  the  town’s 
population. 

The  challenges  we  faced  and  successfully  conquered  in  the  year  2002  for¬ 
tify  us  to  move  forward.  The  COA  staff  asks  all  Scituate  residents,  both  young 
and  old,  for  support  and  encouragement  in  continuing  our  advocacy  on  behalf 
of  Scituate’s  elders.

The  Director/Agent  exercises  a  high  degree  of  responsibility  and  decision 
making  in  the  daily  administration  and  management  of  the  Veteran  Services 
Department. 

The  Veteran  Services  Agent  is  the  person  charged  with  taking  applica¬ 
tions  for  veteran  benefits  and  for  providing  financial  and  medical  assistance 
to  qualified  needy  veterans  and  their  dependents.  He  acts  as  the  veteran  bur¬ 
ial  agent  for  proper  internment  of  deceased  veterans  in  accordance  with  state 
regulations.  His  job  is  to  serve  local  veterans  and  their  dependents  in  what¬ 
ever  capacity  he  can.  Some  of  the  services  provided  are: 

•  The  disbursement  of  monetary  and  medical  benefits 

•  Counseling,  advising  and  assisting  veterans  and  their  dependents  in 
procuring  entitlements,  for  which  they  may  be  eligible 

•  Assisting  in  housing,  employment,  medical  and  educational  needs  for 
veterans  and  their  families 

•  Assist  in  job  search  and  alcohol/drug  rehabilitation 

•  Attend  the  appeal  process  by  veterans/dependents  that  are  litigated 
through  the  Department  of  Veteran  Services 

•  Investigate  circumstances  of  veterans/dependents  applying  for  or 
receiving  monetary  or  medical  assistance 

•  Coordinate  with  local  nursing  homes  and  elder  care  facilities  to  ensure 
veterans/widows  are  receiving  proper  treatment  and  entitlements 

•  Assist  in  all  patriotic  events  that  take  place  in  the  community 

•  Act  as  liaison  between  veterans  and  veterans  organizations  and  the 
elected  officials  in  the  Town  of  Scituate 

•  Ensure  all  veterans  graves  and  memorials  are  respected  and  main¬ 
tained  properly 

•  Seeks  out  veterans/dependents  in  need  or  unaware  of  available  bene¬ 
fits

HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


The  major  news  for  2002  is  that  both  Gladys  Cook,  our  executive  direc¬ 
tor,  and  Gerry  Stone,  our  maintenance  supervisor  retired  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  Gladys  had  been  with  our  housing  authority  12  years  and  Gerry  27  years. 
Both  served  with  distinction;  both  took  full  responsibility  for  assuring  that  the 
Housing  Authority  ran  smoothly  and  achieved  the  rank  of  one  of  the  most  suc¬ 
cessful  housing  authorities  in  the  State.  We  will  miss  them  sorely. 

Gladys  has  agreed  with  good  heartedness  to  stay  on  for  awhile  to  help 
smooth  the  transition  to  her  replacement  that  has  just  been  found.  After  a  con¬ 
siderable  search,  we  believe  we  have  obtained  the  services  of  just  the  right 
person,  Mr.  Paul  DeLeo.  Paul  has  a  masters  degree  in  accounting,  has  served 
as  the  Assistant  Director  of  Fiscal  Development  at  the  Cambridge  Housing 
Authority  and  later  as  Director  of  Finance  at  the  Medford  Housing  Authority. 
He  also  is  certified  as  a  Public  Housing  Manager.  Paul  comes  to  us  with  won¬ 
derful  references.  He  is  known  not  only  for  his  dedication  to  any  job  he  tack¬ 
les  but  also  for  his  open  friendliness. 

We  were  also  very  lucky  in  hiring  recently  Tim  Cook  to  replace  Gerry. 
Again  we  are  very  pleased  with  how  he  has  taken  a  caring  interest  in  his  job 
and  how  friendly  and  helpful  he  is  with  our  tenants. 

A  number  of  major  maintenance  projects  have  been  accomplished  during 
the  year.  All  three  of  our  parks  have  had  their  sidewalks  resurfaced,  a  new 
truck  was  purchased  (an  asset  sorely  needed)  and  the  exterior  of  Central  Park 
is  receiving  a  new  face  lift  with  vinyl  cladding  in  parts  and  some  new  gutter 
work.  We  continue  our  policy  of  trying  to  keep  all  of  our  buildings  up  to  par 
with  an  on  going  maintenance  program  that  fits  well  within  our  budget. 

We  are  proud  of  the  facelift  Gladys  performed  on  the  common  room  at 
Lincoln  Park.  It  is  now  a  well  decorated,  cozy  place  for  the  residents  to  enjoy 
and  more  and  more  of  the  residents  are  taking  advantage  of  it  as  a  place  that 
encourages  conviviality.  Our  updated,  somewhat  larger  office  (see  previous 
annual  report)  is  also  a  more  welcoming  place  to  work. 

The  Board  now  meets  at  4:00  PM,  the  second  Tuesday  of  every  month, 
and  of  course  the  meetings  are  open  to  the  public. 
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Our  hats  are  off  to  the  kind  help  throughout  the  year  given  to  us  by  the 
Scituate  Police  and  Fire  Departments  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works.

LIBRARY  DIRECTOR 

Circulation  of  materials  increased  from  227,404  in  FY  01,  to  237,620  in 
FY  02.  The  delivery  system  managed  by  the  Regional  Library  System  deliv¬ 
ered  18,045  items  to  Scituate  Library  users  from  other  libraries.  18,588  items 
owned  by  the  Scituate  Library  were  transported  to  other  communities  to  fill 
patron  requests.  Patrons  accessed  the  Internet  through  library  connections 
19,140  times.  46,996  “hits”  were  recorded  on  the  library  web  page,  scituate- 
townlibrary.org. 

In  FY  ’02  the  library  was  open  a  total  of  3,230  hours.  96,885  people  vis¬ 
ited  the  library.  20,775  reference  questions  were  answered.  3,412  children 
attended  53  programs.  1,549  adults  attended  43  programs.  52  volunteers 
donated  681  hours  of  service.  11,501  Scituate  residents  had  active  library 
cards  compared  to  10,935  in  FY  ’01. 

The  library  has  been  open  from  9  AM  until  5  PM  on  Fridays  since  May 
2001.  These  additional  hours  have  contributed  to  the  increase  in  circulation 
of  materials.  On  Fridays,  the  library  is  heavily  used  by  parents  of  young 
children,  senior  citizens,  school  children,  Internet  users,  as  well  as  adults 
preparing  for  the  weekend. 

The  board  of  the  Scituate  Library  Foundation  has  been  actively  planning 
for  a  gala  dinner  to  kick-off  their  major  fund-raising  campaign. 

The  Scituate  Town  Library  and  the  Scituate  schools  successfully  collab¬ 
orated  to  conduct  a  workshop  on  improving  research  skills.  Nineteen  teach¬ 
ers,  representing  grades  2-12,  participated  in  this  3-day  summer  workshop. 
The  “shared  librarian  position”  approved  by  both  the  town  library  and  the 
school  department  was  postponed  due  to  funding  cuts  made  by  the  school 
department.  The  town  library  has  just  filled  its  half  of  the  position  with  a 
youth  services  librarian  working  20  hours  per  week.  The  town  library 
received  a  federal  grant  to  create  “Discovery  Kits”  (2  sets  of  10  kits  of  mate¬ 
rials  on  various  curriculum  related  topics,)  to  be  used  to  enhance  the  collec¬ 
tions  of  the  school  libraries.  Additionally,  the  Scituate  Garden  Club  donated 
the  funds  to  create  two  more  sets  of  kits  on  land  and  water  habitats.  For  the 
October  In-Service  Day,  teachers  from  the  Wampatuck  Elementary  School 
joined  with  the  librarians  from  the  town  library  for  a  tour  of  the  library  and  an 
introduction  to  the  “Discovery  Kits.” 
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In  its  endeavor  to  increase  programming,  the  library  cooperated  with 
many  other  groups  with  shared  missions.  As  a  member  of  the  Community 
Partnership  for  Children,  the  library  received  funding  to  provide  children’s 
programming.  The  library  co-sponsored  programs  with  the  Scituate 
Historical  Society,  Scituate  Health  Services,  and  the  Cohasset  Dramatics 
Club.  Front  Street  Bookshop  and  the  Scituate  Library  Foundation  presented 
three  author  talks  in  a  continuing  series  of  programs.  Understanding  Islam ,  a 
scholar-led  reading  and  discussion  program,  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts 
Foundation  for  the  Humanities,  met  on  four  evenings  beginning  on  October 
30  and  concluding  on  December  6. 

The  staff  and  trustees  of  the  library  have  endeavored  to  provide  a  profes¬ 
sionally  selected  collection  of  library  materials  in  a  variety  of  formats  to  sat¬ 
isfy  the  demands  of  this  dynamic  community.  Participation  in  the  Old  Colony 
Library  Network  makes  the  holdings  of  the  27  members  available  to  our  citi¬ 
zens.  The  Scituate  library  receives  most  of  its  Internet  connectivity  through  its 
membership  in  OCLN  (two  connections  are  provided  by  AT&T  Broadband.) 
In  this  past  year,  the  Network  migrated  to  a  new  automated  system,  providing 
enhanced  remote  (home)  access  to  its  users.  During  the  past  year,  Eastern 
Nazarene  College  joined  the  Network,  making  its  collection  of  scholarly 
materials  available  to  all  members. 

The  state  of  Massachusetts,  through  its  Regional  Library  Program,  pro¬ 
vides  a  delivery  system  connecting  all  libraries,  continuing  education  to 
library  staff  members,  a  system  to  oversee  mediated  inter-library  loans,  and  it 
provides  expensive  information-based  databases  accessible  to  Scituate  resi¬ 
dents  through  the  Old  colony  Library  Network. 

The  cuts  in  state  programs  have  affected  the  library  in  the  following  ways. 
Direct  State  Aid  to  Libraries  has  been  reduced  by  20%,  resulting  in  a  loss  to 
Scituate  of  over  $5,000.00  (used  to  purchase  books  and  other  materials.)  The 
state  usually  reimburses  the  automated  networks  for  their  telecommunication 
costs  (Internet  service  lines).  This  has  been  cut  by  almost  100%,  resulting  in 
these  costs  being  passed  along  to  the  individual  communities  -  $180,000.00, 
in  total  for  OCLN.  The  regional  library  program  has  been  cut  by  $23.8% 
resulting  in  a  reduction  in  delivery  service,  a  reduction  in  continuing  educa¬ 
tion,  a  need  to  pass  on  Inter-library  loan  charges,  and  a  reduction  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  informational  databases  provided. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library,  utilizing  proceeds  from  the  membership  drive 
and  the  book  sales,  continued  to  support  the  library  by  providing  funding  for 
programming,  museum  passes,  books,  DVDs,  videocassettes,  music  CDs,  and 
books-on-tape  and  books-on-CD. 
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Volunteers  from  the  community  assisted  the  library  staff  by  providing 
programs  for  children  and  adults,  by  processing  and  shelving  library  materi¬ 
als,  and  by  beautifying  the  library  with  art  exhibits  and  landscaping. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  individuals,  community  organizations  and 
businesses  that  supported  the  library  through  their  donations  of  time  and 
money.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  elected  and  appointed  town  officials, 
the  employees  of  the  town,  and  the  community  at  large  for  their  continued 
support  and  encouragement.

As  a  delight¬ 
ful  start  to  this  endeavor,  former  children's  librarian  Evelyn  Finnegan  and  her 
husband  Paul  have  graciously  donated  $51,000  toward  the  naming  of  the  chil¬ 
dren's  room,  the  Finnegan  Family  Children's  Room.  We  sincerely  thank  them 
for  this  wonderful  contribution  to  a  very  important  institution. 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  thank  long  term  Library  Trustee,  Dick  Sherrell, 
for  his  time  and  effort  and  wish  him  health  and  happiness.  We  will  miss  him. 

We  thank  our  citizens  for  their  donations,  support,  and  continued 
enthusiasm.

The  2001  Recreation  Commission  was  comprised  of  Members  Jane 
Connolly,  Michelle  Francis,  Joshua  McKain,  Vincent  O’Brien  and  Paula 
White. 

We  said  good-bye  to  W.  Thomas  Hughes  who,  after  serving  faithfully  as 
a  member  for  six  years  and  an  associate  for  two  years,  has  resigned. 

James  Clarkeson  built  two  lifeguard  chairs  as  part  of  his  Eagle  Scout  program. 

Joshua  McKain,  one  of  our  Commissioner’s  has  been  appointed  to  repre¬ 
sent  our  commission  on  the  Community  Preservation  Committee.  Josh  has  also 
continued  working  with  the  Planning  Board  to  upgrade  the  Town  Master  Plan 
and  more  specifically,  with  the  open  space  and  recreation  portion  of  this  plan. 

Throughout  the  year  we  were  able  to  run  271  programs  and  provide 
recreation  services  to  over  6300  citizens.  Although  the  town  field  situation  is 
still  of  major  concern  all  programs  using  the  fields  have  been  extremely  coop¬ 
erative  and  understanding. 

The  department,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Friends  of  Scituate  Recreation, 
has  had  the  opportunity  to  host  a  number  of  special  events  throughout  the 
year.  These  events  included  the  P.J.  Steverman  Golf  Classic,  Scituate  Summer 
Music  Series,  the  Annual  Easter  Egg  Hunt,  Halloween  Party,  Teen  Ski  Trips 
and  the  Annual  Paul  A.  Svensen/TKO’  Malley’s  Good  Sports  Festival. 
Proceeds  raised  during  some  of  these  events  helped  support  the  recreation 
department  programs  and  projects.  It  is  our  sincerest  hope  that  we  not  only 
provide  family  fun,  sports  entertainment,  and  community  spirit  in  sports  this 
year,  but  also  raised  funds  for  terrific  causes.  The  Friends  of  Scituate 
Recreation  through  these  activities  has  been  able  to  provide  funds  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  purposes: 

We  were  able  to  donate  to  the  Paul  A.  Svensen  Scholarship  Fund,  which 
is  given  to  a  Scituate  High  School  Senior  annually;  we  also  provided  scholar¬ 
ships  to  Scituate  High  School  students;  helped  purchase  equipment  for  vari¬ 
ous  high  school  programs;  co-sponsored  the  Annual  Scituate  Summer  Music 
Series,  which  is  concert  of  live  music  for  the  town  free  of  charge;  and  finally, 
maintained  the  Steverman  In-Line  Rink  at  Scituate  High  School. 

On  behalf  of  the  board  I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  citizens  who  assist 
us  in  our  programs,  in  addition  to  those  involved  in  other  town  and  youth  pro¬ 
grams,  for  their  assistance.  I  would  especially  like  to  thank  our  staff  for  their 
dedicated  and  diligent  work  during  this  positive  but  stressful  time.

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SCITUATE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 


The  Scituate  Historical  Society  has  had  a  very  busy  year.  As  the  custo¬ 
dial  entity  for  several  Town  properties,  the  Society  has  overseen  a  great  deal 
of  repair  work  in  2002. 

Sill  work,  foundation  work  and  shingling  took  place  at  the  Cudworth 
House.  The  Society  funded  interior  renovations  to  four  rooms.  Painting, 
wallpapering  and  redecorating  were  completed  in  December  in  time  for  a 
Christmas  Open  House.  After  being  closed  to  the  public  for  almost  a  year,  the 
Society  debuted  the  updated  rooms.  We  owe  thanks  to  the  many  volunteers 
who  gave  of  their  time  to  make  the  improvements. 

A  tremendous  amount  of  work  has  been  completed  on  Lawson  Tower. 
Working  for  several  months  with  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  to 
determine  an  appropriate  solution  to  the  rusting  water  tank,  it  was  finally 
decided  that  the  tank  should  be  dismantled  to  protect  the  integrity  of  the 
Tower.  The  tank  removal  was  completed  in  July,  and  visitors  got  their  first 
look  at  the  interior  of  the  tankless  tower  during  Heritage  Days.  The  bells  are 
currently  in  storage  awaiting  funding  for  their  restoration.  The  bell  carriage 
frame  has  been  rebuilt  to  accept  the  bells  in  the  coming  year.  Approximately 
$900,000  in  future  work  must  be  done. 

The  fourth  phase  of  the  Lawson  Gates  restoration  has  been  completed. 
The  fifth  phase  of  the  work  will  proceed  in  2003. 

A  leak  noticed  in  Scituate  Light  led  to  a  major  problem  in  September. 
Inspection  to  determine  the  source  of  the  water  leak  revealed  the  chimney  to 
be  in  complete  failure.  Original  bricks  used  to  construct  the  chimney  had 
been  reduced  to  powder.  The  chimney  was  immediately  removed  to  below  the 
roof  line  to  prevent  further  damage.  Emergency  funding  to  replace  the  chim¬ 
ney  was  granted  by  the  Advisory  Committee.  The  Society  is  working  dili¬ 
gently  to  get  the  work  completed  before  summer  visitors  arrive. 

Work  done  on  Town  buildings  is  supervised  by  Scituate  Historical 
Society  Vice  President  of  Preservation  Paul  Miles.  His  dedication  and  tenac¬ 
ity  are  greatly  appreciated! 

The  Society  has  had  an  extremely  busy  year  with  other  projects  of  his¬ 
torical  significance  to  the  Town.  Two  new  books  were  published  this  year: 
“ Beauty ,  Strength  and  Speed  ,”  a  history  of  the  Lawson  estate,  and  “ Then  and 
Now:  Scituate .”  The  entire  year  was  dedicated  to  the  Thomas  W.  Lawson  era 
on  the  occasion  of  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  estate’s  completion.  Visitors 
were  treated  to  a  house  tour  featuring  structures  of  the  original  estate  which 
have  been  converted  to  homes.  Much  of  the  original  architecture  remains 
intact. 
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The  Society  also  owes  tremendous  gratitude  to  the  Chessia  Family.  The 
family  has  tediously  preserved  much  of  the  Lawson  history  over  the  years. 
Family  members  gave  numerous  presentations  this  past  year  to  remind  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  importance  of  Lawson’s  contributions. 

Renovations  continue  at  the  Grand  Army  Hall.  Volunteers  completed  the 
first  coat  of  paint  on  the  exterior  of  the  building,  and  interior  work  is  pro¬ 
ceeding.  David  Corbin,  with  great  enthusiasm,  is  spearheading  the  recon¬ 
struction. 

Several  rooms  were  redecorated  at  the  Old  Oaken  Bucket  house  in 
February.  While  the  house  is  in  need  of  many  thousands  of  dollars  in  repair 
work,  the  repairs  will  continue  to  be  done  as  funding  permits. 

The  Stockbridge  Mill  has  been  inoperable  for  a  long  time.  The  Society 
contracted  with  a  professional  millwright  this  year  to  determine  the  exact 
extent  of  needed  repairs.  It  is  hoped  that  some  of  the  repairs  can  be  complet¬ 
ed  this  summer. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  remains  committed  to  preserving  the  antiquities  of 
the  Town.  A  top  priority  of  the  Board  is  education.  As  the  community  grows, 
it  is  important  for  residents  to  understand  the  foundations  upon  which  Scituate 
was  built.  The  Town  has  a  rich  and  diverse  history  making  it  the  beautiful 
place  it  is  today. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  the  Town  in  the  coming  year.

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SCITUATE  BEAUTIFICATION  COMMISSION 


The  Beautification  Commission  continued  its  efforts  in  2002  to  enhance 
the  town’s  appearance.  Each  year  the  results  of  the  work  of  so  many  volun¬ 
teers  become  more  apparent.  Adopt- A-Lots  are  a  major  focus  of  the 
Commission;  we  currently  have  40  areas  that  are  either  maintained  by  our  vol¬ 
unteers  or  have  plantings  and  maintenance  managed  by  the  Commission.  The 
number  of  perennial  plantings  has  increased  in  these  areas  each  year.  In  the 
fall  of  2002,  1600  daffodil  bulbs  were  planted  on  the  Scituate  side  of  the  3 A 
bridge  as  you  approach  Marshfield.  We  also  support  and  coordinate  the  win¬ 
dow  boxes  planted  by  the  Front  Street  Merchants.  This  project,  now  in  its 
fifth  year,  has  steadily  beautified  the  harbor  area.  We  hope  to  expand  this 
endeavor  next  year. 

This  year  a  lot  of  time  and  energy  was  spent  upgrading  many  of  the 
Islands  that  were  overgrown.  Some  planting  were  replaced  due  to  height  or 
loss  due  to  weather  conditions.  We  still  have  more  improvements  and  look 
forward  to  spring  to  begin  our  work.  In  March  of  2003  our  2002  awards  will 
be  given  to  The  Village  Market.  Scituate  Harbor  Shell  Station  manager,  Salim 
Kamel,  and  Amy  Bouhana  of  the  Petit  Paris  Bistro  who  helps  many  of  the 
shopkeepers  with  their  plantings  and  watering. 

The  Commission  looks  forward  to  continuing  its  efforts  in  the  coming 
year.  We  thank  all  who  have  volunteered  and  supported  the  Commission’s 
efforts.  The  Town  Clerk’s  office  in  Town  Hall  has  information  available  for 
anyone  wishing  to  volunteer.  Even  if  you  only  have  limited  time  there  is 
always  a  job  that  you  can  do  that  will  help.  Let  us  all  help  to  make  Scituate 
more  beautiful.

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SCITUATE  CULTURAL  COUNCIL 


Due  to  drastic  budget  cuts  by  the  state  legislature  to  the  Massachusetts 
Cultural  Council,  the  Scituate  Cultural  Council  funding  was  cut  by  62%  this 
year.  A  total  amount  of  $2,510.00  was  received  by  the  Scituate  Arts  Council 
for  the  2002-2003  year.  The  Committee  met  in  October  to  re-grant  the  money 
to  local  artists,  schools,  and  community  programs.  This  year’s  Council 
Members  are  Cheryl  Cippola,  Maura  Dawley,  Ann  Dickinson,  David  Larkin, 
Lisa  Rafferty,  Jill  Vose  and  Karen  Frey. 

With  the  grant  money,  we  have  funded  two  poetry  readings  to  take  place 
at  the  Scituate  Public  Library.  Enrichment  programs  for  students  that  are 
being  funded  include  a  program  about  Helen  Keller  at  Cushing  School  and  a 
performance  by  the  New  England  Percussion  Ensemble  at  Wampatuck 
School.  Money  has  been  granted  for  the  Sally  Bailey  Brown  Art  Scholarship 
and  a  visiting  artist  series  at  Scituate  High  School.  We  have  funded  a  sum¬ 
mertime  band  concert  to  be  given  at  the  Bob  Morrill  Bandstand  in  Scituate 
Harbor  by  the  Satuit  Band.  Community  groups  that  will  receive  money 
include  the  South  Shore  Arts  Center,  the  North  River  Arts  Society,  the 
Duxbury  Arts  Association,  and  the  Choral  Art  Society.  The  PASS  program 
will  fund  partial  admission  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  for  Scituate  High 
School  students  and  students  from  Cushing,  Hatherly,  and  Wampatuck  ele¬ 
mentary  schools.  The  PASS  program  will  also  fund  students  from  Gates 
School  to  attend  an  Eastern  Nazarene  College  theatre  performance. 

The  Cultural  Council  tries  to  fund  as  many  local  groups  as  possible.  We 
encourage  all  Scituate  residents  to  participate  in  Massachusetts  Cultural 
Council  funded  programs.  The  next  community  input  meeting  will  be  held  in 
October  2003.  Applications  for  funding  in  2003-2004  are  due  by  October  15, 
2003. 

We  continue  to  encourage  and  support  cultural  enrichment  for  all  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  Town  of  Scituate.
